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EDITORIAL NOTES AND COMMENTS 
N.C.E.A. Meeting in Boston 


The forty-fourth annual meeting of the National Catholic 
Educational Association will be held in Boston during Easter 
week, April 8, 9, and 10, 1947. Thirty-eight years ago the 
Association conducted a meeting in the capital city of Massa- 
chusetts. From that day to the present the Archdiocese of 
Boston has been in the very forefront of Catholic education in 
our country. His Excellency, the Most Reverend Richard J. 
Cushing, Archbishop of Boston, has invited and will welcome 
the Association to his See City. The Archbishop has ap- 
pointed a local committee that will have charge of the neces- 
sary arrangements. This committee has selected the Statler 
Hotel, the Armory, and New England Mutual Hall, as meet- 
ing places for the various departments and sections of the 
Association. 

The gratifying increase in the membership of the Association 
and the accessibility of Boston itself make it probable that the 
1947 meeting will surpass all previous meetings in attendance. 
The local committee will provide opportunity for all delegates 
to visit points of interest in and about the city. Teachers of 
the history of our country will be delighted to visit the spots 
where much of our early history was made. During the three 
days of the convention the scheduled meetings will occupy 
much of the time, but the delegates can plan to spend many 
days on this historic ground. 

In our April number the Journat or Re ticious Instruc- 
TION will present a complete program of the meetings with a 
list of the names of those selected to present papers or take 
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part in discussions. All papers and discussions will be later 
published in the Bulletin of the Association. This Bulletin, 
a formidable volume, is but one of the publications sent to 
every member of the Association in the course of the year. 
The proceedings of the annual meeting is a digest of contempo- 
rary thought in the field of Catholic education. The person 
who wishes to promote the objects of the N.C.E.A. may be- 
come a member on registration and payment of the annual 
fee ($2.00). The objects of the Association are: (1) to keep 
in the minds of the people the necessity of religious instruction 
and training as a basis of morality and sound education, and 
to promote the principles and safeguard the interests of Catho- 
lic education in all its departments; (2) to advance the general 
interests of Catholic education, to encourage the spirit of 
coéperation and mutual helpfulness among Catholic edu- 
cators, to promote by study, conference, and discussion the 
thoroughness of Catholic educational work in the United 
States; and (3) to help the cause of Catholic education by the 
publication and circulation of such matter as shall further these 
ends. 

Monsignor Frederick G. Hochwalt, secretary general of the 
Association, reports preparations practically completed to 
make the Boston meeting an outstanding event in the Asso- 
ciation’s history. This meeting in Boston and the 1948 meet- 
ing in San Francisco “should result in many other new mem- 
bers and therefore help to make the Association truly repre- 
sentative of the Catholic School System throughout the 
United States.” 


Can We Raise $5,000,000? 


The record shows that the Catholic people of America have, 
during the past five years, contributed generously to the relief 
of suffering humanity throughout the world. Food, clothing, 
and medicine in the amount of 119,884,000 pounds valued at 
90 million dollars, have been distributed under Catholic aus- 
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pices in 61 countries. These supplies have been given to any- 
one in need, regardless of his race or religious affiliation. The 
two official Catholic relief agencies, War Relief Services— 
National Catholic Welfare Conference and the Bishops’ 
Emergency Relief Committee, have administered vast sums 
with prudence and dispatch. They have given to the symbol 
of the cross the substance of charity. 

The end of hostilities brought about a sharp change in the 
organization of relief work. The National War Fund, from 
which War Relief Services-N.C.W.C. received its budget, 
passed out of existence on December 31, 1946. This posed a 
difficulty. The proceeds of the annual Laetare Sunday col- 
lection for the Bishops’ Emergency Relief Committee must be 
increased. At the bishops’ annual meeting in November, 
they decided to combine the budgets of the two agencies in one 
nation-wide appeal—to be known as the Bishops’ Relief Cam- 
paign—to be held through the week of March 16-22. 

The bishops set a national goal of five million dollars for 
1947. The amount seems within the capacity of a Catholic 
body of 24,000,000 and, in the words of Monsignor Patrick A. 
O’Boyle, executive director of the campaign, “‘is negligible 
when compared with the United Jewish Appeal for 170 million 
dollars, various Protestant appeals totaling 100 million dollars, 
and other nationality appeals totaling 50 million dollars.” 
We face the hard fact that the goal, small comparatively, is 
double the amount of any previous national goal in a Catholic 
relief campaign. The need is great, imperative. Hundreds 
are dying daily of starvation in devastated Europe, and the 
problem is not confined to that continent. Yeoman service 
in supplying food and medicine has saved many, but thou- 
sands, yea millions of the destitute stretch out their hands in 
piteous appeal. The work of relief is a sacred trust confided 
to those who have received of the Lord. The generous heart 
of Catholic America stands ready to respond to the appeal of 
its bishops. 

The time set for this greatest of relief campaigns is the week 


of March 16-22. 
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The Gallery of Living Catholic Authors 

Out of Webster College (Webster Groves, Missouri) comes 
the Gallery of Living Catholic Authors. This project of 
Sister Mary Joseph, S.L., Ph.D., originated in May, 1932, and 
quickly gained the approval of the general council of the 
Sisters of Loretto and the approbation of the late beloved 
Cardinal John Glennon. The Cardinal spoke to Pope Pius 
XII of the work of the Gallery in promoting the interest in 
living Catholic writers and their works, and in a letter dated 
March 16, 1946, the Holy Father granted the apostolic bless- 
ing to “this very excellent form of Catholic Action, the Gallery 
of Living Catholic Authors.” 

The object of the Gallery is to further the cause of Catholic 
letters. This purpose it achieves through giving due recog- 
nition to living Catholic authors whose works merit the dis- 
tinction of membership, through codrdinating the works of 
living Catholic authors in all literary forms and in all lan- 
guages, through building up a Catholic reading public who will 
read contemporary Catholic books and create a demand for 
them, and through providing a depository for original manu- 
scripts and copies of the works of Catholic authors, together 
with complete information on the authors and their works, pre- 
served in a bio-bibliographical file that is as complete as human 
ingenuity can make it. 

Committees in the various fields of literature make a com- 
plete survey of writings by living Catholic authors in all 
languages, and invite authors of merit to become members of 
the Gallery. The selected candidate must be a Catholic, liv- 
ing at the time of his election to the Gallery, who has published 
a work or works in accordance with the norms and standards 
of the given committee, and must finally receive a majority 
vote of the board of governors. The committee gives due 
consideration to the literary talent, creative ability, and 
scholarship of the author, and to the merit of his writings on 
the score of subject matter, content, and conformity with 
Catholic doctrine and ideals. The board of directors will from 
time to time select certain members of the Gallery as candi- 
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dates for election to the Academy of Living Catholic Authors; 
this Academy is limited to 40 members, 40 eminent American 
and non-American authors whose works are deemed of perma- 
nent worth. Annually the Gallery makes an award, the 
Annual Catholic Literary Award, to the author whose book is 
judged best of all works published by Gallery members in a 
given year. 

Members of the Gallery and the Academy have been drawn 
from the United States and 30 foreign countries whose names 
carry the reader in imagination from Ireland to New Zealand, 
from Russia to South Africa. Works in English and in nine 
foreign languages have won the distinction of membership 
for their authors. The depository of the Gallery now contains 
over 50,000 pages of manuscripts and autographed books of 
nearly five hundred contemporary Catholic writer-members. 

The Gallery aims to become a Catholic literary hall of fame 
and the Catholic literary center of the world. ‘Today the 
treasures are housed temporarily in Gallery Hall at Webster 
College, though not open to students of the college and others 
interested in Catholic literature. Sister Mary Joseph will tell 
you that this is but a humble home. The late Ralph Adams 
Cram, a friend of the founder, drew the plans of a permanent 
home that is a delight to the eye. The construction of this 
home is the dream of the Gallery’s Auxiliary Guild, who have 
placed themselves under the patronage of Our Lady of Letters. 

The various grades of membership in the Guild range from 
an individual membership ($3) to a life membership ($100). 
Members of the Board and the Guild receive all publications 
which are issued by the corporation. The present bimonthly 
bulletin gives current news of author-members and their books, 
and records essential data on new members as elected.

the seminary department; the minof seminary section; the college and 
university department; the secondary school department, and the ele- 
mentary school department. 

There also will be general meetings, sessions of the school superintend- 
ents’ department, meetings for the blind education section and the deaf 
education section. 

The principal religious service is scheduled for the opening day of the con- 
vention when the delegates will attend a Solemn Pontifical Mass in the 
Cathedral of the Holy Cross. 

On the following night, there will be a public meeting in Boston Sym- 
phony Hall, which will feature an address ; the Most Reverend Richard 
J. Cushing, ‘Archbishop of Boston, and a concert by a symphony orchestra 
with Leo Litwin, nationally famous musician conducting, and (Miss) Jes- 
sica Dragonnette, celebrated opera and concert artist, as soloist. 

Exhibitions featuring the latest innovations and improvements in school 
and educational equipment will be displayed by leading commercial firms 
as another feature of the three-day meeting. 

The full program of the N.C.E.A. meeting, including the names of those 
who will deliver addresses or participate in discussions, and the subjects 


of addresses, will appear in the April issue of the Journat or RELiGious

In his appealing address to the delegates assembled in Boston 
for a convention of the Confraternity of Christian Doctrine, 
our gloriously reigning and saintly Pontiff, Pius XII, diag- 
nosed the present day spiritual ills of humankind in a terse 
statement: ‘‘Perhaps the greatest sin in the world today is that 
men have begun to lose the sense of sin.” When an individual, 
a group, a nation—yea, the world—oses the sense of sin, then 
the last faint ray of hope vanishes, to leave the struggling 
spirit hovering above the yawning abyss of despair. Satan’s 
work is well-nigh done. If he can preclude his degenerate 
clients from a serious contemplation of “their utter dependence 
on God’s power and love and mercy, and of their moral obli- 
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gation to shape their daily lives according to His most holy 
will,” the fleeting breath of mortal life is all that separates - 
them from perdition. 


Can Catholic Teachers Be Satisfied? 


The Holy Father deplores the fact that “the devitalizing 
process” is “going on in not a few parts of the Church,” “due 
chiefly to an ignorance or at best a very superficial knowledge 
of. ..religious truths.” Through the years a large percentage 
of our Catholic population has been the recipient of a Christian 
education. Millions of dollars are expended annually to sup- 
port parochial schools, private academies, and institutions of 
higher learning, all of which conduct classes in religion. Can 
we satisfactorily, much less complacently, regard the influence 
exercised by our students, commensurate with the financial 
investment, saying naught of parental sacrifice and personnel 
consecration? ‘True, we are not reaching all our Catholic 
people. We shall probably never be in a position to contact all 
who, by virtue of the grace of faith given them in baptism, 
have a claim to our service. If, however, we could count upon 
the majority of our graduates—students who have been 
awarded a diploma in recognition of satisfactory work done in 
the said Catholic institution—to abide by the principles of 
right and wrong, to regulate their lives according to Christian 
ethics, to acknowledge humbly the supremacy of the Divine 
Arbiter, should such influence not be sufficient to serve as a 
leaven to permeate the mass of human conduct and be instru- 
mental in minimizing the pernicious effect of godless education? 

Have we as Christian educators failed in realizing the fore- 
most aim of our educational system which is, as Our Holy 
Father laments with sorrow in his heart: “Men must be 
brought to be conscious of the fact of God’s existence, of their 
utter dependence on His power and love and mercy, and of 
their moral obligation to shape their daily lives according to 
His most holy will”? If we can stimulate our students to con- 
sider this sacred obligation seriously we shall have rendered 
them a service of inestimable worth. It is our task as religious 
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teachers to codperate in the dissemination of Christian morals, 
and thus stem the tide of atheism, naturalism, and indiffer- 
entism. 


**Pessimism Has No Place in God’s Providence”’ 


Dissatisfaction with the status of existing conditions evi- 
dences a potential interior growth. Courage to face the facts 
is frequently the first step to improvement. When the scale 
of satisfaction registers lowest, the upward swing may be just 
gaining momentum. Pessimism has no place in God’s provi- 
dence. At times, religious teachers may be tempted to dis- 
count the value of their daily toil in the classroom, and to look 
with a holy envy upon their “sister contemplatives,” who 
burn out their lives as candles before the eucharistic taber- 
nacle in sweet contemplation, whose life’s work is justly con- 
sidered Christianity’s powerhouse. Some one has styled our 
dying Savior the world’s greatest failure. Could He look from 
His position on the cross to a multitude of grateful adherents? 
How many of His intimate friends had thé courage of their con- 
victions during those days of Christ’s silent dwelling in the 
tomb? Did the resurrection convince all who had known Him 
and who had profited by His ministrations? The Holy Para- 
clete, coming as the seal upon the redemption by the Son of 
God, gathered a greater harvest of souls in a shorter time than 
did the Redeemer during His three years of arduous labors. 
Was He a failure? 

“Men must be brought to be conscious of . . . their moral 
obligation to shape their daily lives according to His most holy 
will.”” What is the will of God in this respect? Our Blessed 
Redeemer did not leave us in a quagmire of uncertainty. “Be 
you therefore perfect, as also your heavenly Father is perfect”’ 
(Matt. 5,48). To the young man who asked what he was to do 
to be saved, was given a definite program for a holy life. 
“Keep the commandments” (Matt. 19,17). The superficially 
minded, easily satisfied by a frequent repetition of “Lord, 
Lord,’’ was admonished to do more if he wished to enter the 
kingdom of His Father—to do the will of God. The moral law, 
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as written upon tablets of stone by God, has not been altered 
in the course of centuries; the timeliness, the effectiveness, the 


urgency of its observance is immutable with the immutability 
of a Divine Lawgiver. 


Divine Commandments Never Change 


Conventionalities are subject to change, but usually only 
very gradually, and with evident reluctance. As time wears 
off the novelty of the change, we accept the adopted usage. 
Personal reactions are determined by individual tempera- 
ments. Not so with the divine commandments. The Church 
cannot be holy and without blemish unless its members under- 
stand the fullness of beauty of their faith and of their obliga- 
tions as members of Christ’s mystical body. 

A strange philosophy seems to be rampant, not only among 
irreligious sects, but also among those who have had the ad- 
vantages of a Catholic education. The only real evil, accord- 
ing to the estimate of many, is the misfortune of defection. To 
be caught in the act, to be arraigned before a court of justice, 
and to be deprived of some material or physical advantage, 
call more for mature deliberation, and possibly a semblance of 
repentance, than does the moral guilt resulting from the trans- 
gression of a divine command. Restitution or reparation is 
made if the situation demands it, but the@vileness engendered 
in the soul deserves little or no consideration. A resolution to 
avoid similar offenses in the future—should occasion arise—is 
supplanted with the resolve to be a little more clever next time 
to evade authoritative censure. Personal responsibility to a 
divine Lawgiver, freedom of will, and eternal retribution are 
topics for pulpit oratory, but they become illusive theories 
when there is question of practical application. “If men be- 
lieving in God do not glorify Him as God. . ., if their faith is 
kept hidden in a closet of their private chamber, while im- 
modesty, malice, avarice, and all manner of wickedness are 
given full use of the drawing room and public resorts, is it sur- 
prising that God should give them up in the lustful desires of 
their heart to uncleanness. . .?” 
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The World and a Sense of Idealism 


A world devoid of the “sense of sin’”’ will probably not react 
favorably, at least not consistently, to a sense of idealism. 
Ask a group of girls why they are addicted to smoking, whether 
it be in public or in private; the answer is given by a counter 
question: “Is it a sin for a girl to smoke?” No teacher main- 
tains that it is a sin. No moral issue is at stake unless there is 
a positive prohibition by rightful authority. Then disodedi- 
ence is the sin, not the smoking. Regardless of the general 
tendency, should we approve tacitly of smoking by our “‘teen- 
agers,” especially among the girls? What argument can we 
propose which will be a deterrent force? Can we advance 
idealism? Can we prove that those girls who use cigarettes are 
less womanly, more exposed to temptations, or more readily 
eliminated as undesirable lifemates for our young men who 
anticipate the establishment of a Catholic home? Does the 
habit tend to make women in general less respected? Is 
strength of will weakened? These are serious queries to teach- 
ers whose duty it is to implant Catholic idealism in their pupils. 

Many and varied answers can be given to these perplexing 
questions. For the most part, we may safely assert, there is a 
general tendency among our women today to permit certain 
liberties, and to adopt less conservative conventionalities than 
was the trend a quarter century ago. It is just about that 
length of time since women began to lay their beautiful, long 
tresses upon the altar of fashion for the fad of “bobbed hair.” 
What was the common reaction among our more reserved 
ladies, mothers, and teachers? Was itasin? No. Were any of 
the feminine barriers let down as a result? Have the past 
twenty-five years seen any diminution of womanly reserve? 
Is Catholic womanhood still on the high pedestal to which she 
was elevated through the influence of Catholic idealism? Do 
the parents of your charges generally approve their daughters’ 
smoking, indulging in alcoholic beverages, or harmful nar- 
cotics? Is the idea one to which we shall grow accustomed as 
we behold the younger generation win out in the ensuing 
conflict? 
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Place of Ideals in Education of Girls 


Many authors have written well and exhaustively upon the 
subject of ideals and their place in the education of our girls. 
Among others, Reverend Edward Leen in his volume, What is 
Education?! devotes an entire chapter to “Education and 
Womanhood.” The author points out the radical difference 
between the education of women and that afforded the op- 
posite sex. This experienced educator maintains that the 
aims are different, hence the means must be different. Woman 
is not inferior to man, but rather his counterpart. He says, 
“The education of girls will necessarily be on false lines, or else 
aimless, unless teachers and taught have before them an ideal 
of true womanhood to guide their efforts, and unless these 
efforts are deliberately directed towards the attainment, in 
some faithful measure, of that ideal. There is much in the 
modern education of girls that not only is not a tending towards 
this ideal, but a positive deviation from it.” 

Our enemies have enlisted the youth of our country to 
carry out their designs for the destruction of law and order. 
Why cannot we sway Catholic youth, under proper tutelage, 
to fight for the good, the true, and the beautiful? Is there 
nothing which we, as educators, can do to impress upon our 
students the real standards whereby they can pass judgment 
upon movies, books, entertainment, styles, and associates? 
Should we allow commercial reviewers or purveyors to give the 
final word upon printed propaganda thrust into the hands of a 
gullible public? We should strive, in season and out of season, 
to inculcate the tenets of art, of music, of drama, of dancing, 
and of social amenities, that our students may react favorably 
to good productions, and naturally feel the surge of disgust 
when they witness the better things of life used to pander to 
the vile passions of men. 


Responsibilities of Catholic Students 


The following excerpt was taken from the editorial column 
of a students’ periodical: ‘As Catholic students we have been 
1 Sheed & Ward, New York, 1944. 
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the recipients of great gifts; we have incurred heavy responsi- 
bilities. In a nation, in a world deeply aware of ideological 
cleavage—a nation, a world seeking moral leadership, we have 
too much to gain, and too much to lose to go groping our way 
alone. Our enemies, already united, are too powerful. 

“The principle of communal action is of the essence of 
Catholicism. It is high time to show the world that the idea of 
solidarity was Catholic long before it was adopted by com- 
munism.” Catholics, both young and old, have incurred heavy 
responsibilities; they have too much to gain; may we con- 
clude they have already lost very much? With deep com- 
punction, must they confess they have “‘become full of envy 
and murder, contention, hateful to God, irreverent, proud, 
haughty, disobedient to parents, without affection, without 
fidelity, without mercy”? This admission is a_ sickening 
nostalgia reeking to high heaven, nullifying the salutary ef- 
fects of an influence emanating from altar—hearth—class- 
room. 


Students Must Be Informed on World Affairs 


We have the youth, the energy, the vitality. We need now 
the realization and eagerness of the individual student. Inertia 
end disinterestedness are the only factors which can ruin our 
‘ pportunities to share in the solution of contemporary social 
problems according to Christian principles. To take their 
place in the world’s arena our students must be well informed. 
They must be able to think logically, to analyze proffered 
propaganda which frequently conceals itself in “‘sheep’s cloth- 
irig,” and to apply Catholic principles to intricate exigencies. 
The ability presupposes a wealth of information which can be 
amassed only by careful reading of well-edited magazines, 
attentive listening to uplifting broadcasts, participation in 
lectures or round-table discussions, and prayerful reflections. 
Not every student on the secondary school level is intellectually 
capable to grasp world problems—neither is every communistic 
youth; the weaker student may take his cue from a more gifted 
associate to follow whither the leader directs. Some people 
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are born leaders; but lacking a following, leadership is in- 
effectual. 

Though the communist party is relatively small, it exerts an 
influence out of proportion to its membership. One explana- 
tion of this fact is that its members are fanatical in devotion to 
their cause. They are consistently enthusiastic, hard working, 
and rigidly disciplined. They give much more time and 
thought to the promotion of their ideas than most organiza- 
tions, religious or otherwise. 

In a Congressional meeting, a United States Representative 
is quoted as having perorated his speech as follows: “Oh, that 
there were a voice to save us and tell us what cowards we have 
suddenly become! We, in the richest land in the world, with 
the finest and freest political system, cringe and crawl before a 
few little plotters, and allow those who use them for that pur- 
pose to confuse us.’”’ A commentator advised that we work as 
hard to make our democracy succeed as the communists work 
to tear it down; that we spend as much time studying the 
problems of citizenship as they spend in the promotion of their 
ideas. If all Americans would do that, communism would 
cease to be a danger. 


Eventual Victory for Followers of Christ 


Could we not as Catholics take the same lesson to heart? 
Have we not far greater reason to be enthusiastic, to be aggres- 
sive, and “‘to spend ourselves’”’ as the Apostle admonishes, to 
bring about the idealistic standards of a Christian democracy? 

The enemies of Christ may boast apparent success. Their 
accomplices are legion, inhabiting every country on the globe; 
their program is attractive with fair promises of favorable 
solution for the diversified problems of society. None of their 
leaders, however, has promised, “behold I am with you all 
days, even to the consummation of the world” (Matt. 28, 20). 
No demigod can say, ‘‘My grace is sufficient for thee, for power 
is made perfect in weakness” (2 Cor. 12, 9). Every Catholic 
leader may rightfully say, “I can do all things in Him who 
strengtheneth me” (Phil. 4, 13). Victory is eventually ours, 
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even though the spirit of the world may make deep inroads into 
our ranks. 

In a later address the Holy Father offered a prayerful plea to 
the Jesuit martyrs in behalf of the youth of the United States 
“always so ready and eager to throw themselves wholeheart- 
edly into every worthy and noble venture, for whom obstacles 
are but a challenge to their courage, to seize the torch of faith, 
lighted by the North American martyrs in the wilderness and 
to carry it full-flaming to the ends of the earth.” The Pax 
Romana Congress held during the summer of 1946 stressed the 
importance of active codperation if they were to achieve their 
prime purpose—namely, Catholic world-mindedness. The 
American delegation reached the inevitable realization that as 
Europe has looked to the United States for physical aid and 
material wealth, so she is now turning to America for intellec- 
tual inspiration and integrity. American Catholic students 
must become aware of the respect that Europe will accord to 
an alert, independent student participation in world affairs. 


Watching the Press 


Students can be trained to be alert. If guided by an equally 
alert faculty, they will respond enthusiastically to suggestions, 
or better still, they will take the initiative awaiting only the 
“faculty nod.” A few years ago, a sophomore high school 
student became disgusted with the “‘peach section”’ of the local 
daily. Upon his own initiative he began mailing objectionable 
clippings to the editor with the sole comment, “Offensive.” 
They were promptly consigned to the wastebasket, because 
they had been sent anonymously. Eventually the matter 
came to the attention of an instructor, who advised the student 
to sign hisname. The next clipping brought a polite comment 
from the editor with the request that he suggest substitutions. 
Then it was that the student’s work began. Much of his spare 
time was spent in libraries culling interesting data about public 
men, institutions, national monuments, and scientific dis- 
coveries. Within a remarkably short time an improvement 
was noted. 
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The public press can well be givenconstant scrutiny. Editors 
cater to readers, who should, in turn, make known their in- 
terests. If scandal, as well as crime, broken homes, and di- 
vorces must be publicized, why accentuate the evil by front 
page columns and screaming headlines? When debatable 
topics are open to discussion, wide-awake Catholic Actionists 
should provide the Christian attitude. Immoral movies, sug- 
gestive comics, dangerous “‘hang-outs,” and numerous dens of 
vice should feel the loss of Catholic patronage. The school and 
home, working in close harmony, are factors of prime im- 
portance in the eradication of delinquency. 

Our Catholic schools have accomplished a mammoth task, 
notwithstanding the hardships and almost insurmountable 
difficulties which face every parish school in the land. Our 
schools are winning more than their quota of competitive 
honors in scholastic endeavor, a tribute to untiring religious 
teachers who are sons and daughters of heroic parents whose 
first duty was the establishment of a home where children love 


to linger—not a boarding house where parents and offspring 
seldom meet. Holy Church acknowledges the magnitude of 
apostolic labor accomplished by devoted Brothers and Sisters 
under the guidance of zealous pastors. With their encourage- 
ment more sacrificing souls are offering themselves not to swell 
depleted ranks, but to keep pace with ever expanding mis- 
sionary endeavors. 


Catholic Schools Should Become More Catholic 


There was a period in our educational growth where possibly 
state accrediting agencies were of some material advantage. 
With gratitude in our hearts we see a growing tendency on the 
part of school administrators to set up independent aims, ob- 
jectives, curricula, and standards. Our Catholic schools 
should become more Catholic from year to year. The sooner 
we break away from outside accrediting (even though federal 
grants become a part of our inheritance with no implied right 
of interference) the greater will be our prestige. Our curricula 
must be thoroughly impregnated with Catholic thought. The 
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religion class must be the best taught subject, challenging the 
best preparation on the part of student and teacher—it must 
be the pivotal point vitalizing every other subject. Religion 
classes may not be relegated to periods where the curve of 
fatigue is at its peak, or where interruptions are frequent. Re- 
ligion must be taught every day, during every period of the day 
by subordinating other subject matter to a truly Christian 
interpretation. Our activities must be Catholic in tone; our 
associations must bear the stamp of Catholic approval. 

Catholic Youth Organizations, if wisely directed, will be a 
powerful ally of Catholic education. They deserve our whole- 
hearted support. In their initial stages they may seem to be 
merely an additional burden to an already heavy schedule; if 
properly codrdinated they may become the means whereby our 
educational system will be revamped and our youth will be 
prepared “to seize the torch of faith, to carry it full-flaming to 
the ends of the earth.” 

With a rededication of our labors to the Immaculate Virgin, 
seat of wisdom, and consecration of our students to the obedi- 


ent Boy of Nazareth, we may effect the antithesis of our Holy 
Father’s lament: “The devitalizing process . . . is due chiefly 
to an ignorance or at best a very superficial knowledge of the 
religious truths taught by the loving Redeemer of all.” 





BEGINNING MENTAL PRAYER

Whenever one happens upon a short treatment of medita- 
tion, it is apt to be prefaced with the Old Testament dictum, 
“With desolation is all the land made desolate, because there 
is none that considereth in the heart” (Jer. 12, 11). This 
spiritual prerogative, thinking “‘in the heart,” is ultimately the 
talisman of success or failure in the one thing necessary. Stimu- 
lated by faith and supernaturalized by grace, it draws the soul 
out upon unending vistas of hope toward the goal of everlasting 
happiness; but subverted by ignorance or fear it shackles the 
soul and. allows it to perish amid confusion and despair. The 
ability to think about or consider spiritual truths is a comple- 
ment of grace and with the divine illumination all things are re- 
fected in their proper sphere and valued at their proper worth. 


Introducing Meditation in Grades 5 and 6 


Introducing fifth and sixth grade children to the rudiments 
of meditation through an experiment made in the classroom is 
the subject of this paper. The objective was to supernatural- 
ize their little labors through the good intention and the con- 
sciousness of the omnipresent God and to habituate them in 
this most excellent method of prayer. Children are ready to 
imitate because of their own inability to conceive methods and 
means of practicing their religious duties. Quite essentially, 
they believe ‘all the truths which the Holy Catholic Church 
believes and teaches,” but they carry the heavy burden of the 
indifference and forgetfulness which characterize this accel- 
erated era. 

Emphasis was first placed upon the good intention as a 
means of directing their attention Godward. The Benedictine 
motto, Ut in omnibus glorificetur Deus, was displayed in a 
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prominent place in the room. On the first day of school the 
motto was explained and means of fulfilling the spirit were dis- 
cussed. The better pupils were challenged to master the Latin 
words while those who felt less capable were encouraged to 
learn the English. They were instructed to make a small cross 
on every paper they prepared, saying as they did, “In the 
name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost.” 
The motto was then written and thus they directed their 
efforts toward the glorification of God. Steps toward simple 
meditation were attempted only after this practice seemed 
well established. 

The article, “Saint LaSalle’s Philosophy of Education,” 
furnished the basic structure for the experiment. “‘At frequent 
intervals during the day, St. John Baptist would have a pupil 
rise and reverently say aloud, ‘Let us remember that we are in 
the holy presence of God.’ Whereupon teacher and pupils 
would pause for a moment in their work and silently make a 
brief act of adoration.’”! 


Mental Prayer Soon Developed 


Following exactly his method with the exception of using 
specially prepared meditations, it was not long before the 
pupils expressed an eager desire to continue the practice and 
they were able to reveal their conception of mental prayer with 
satisfying clearness. Some such definitions are included here: 


Mental prayer is really talking to God. 

Mental prayer is to think of God and to help us to do good so we may 
go to heaven. 

Mental prayer is praying to Jesus silently and thinking of Him. 

Mental prayer is thinking about God and praying to Him silently. 

Mental prayer is to consider something in the life of Our Lord and to 
try to make our lives more pleasing to Him. 


At four intervals during the day approximately one minute 
was allowed for the meditation. A child was chosen to fulfill 
the office of “reminder” for a week. It was his dignified duty

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to remind the class of the presence of God and of their privilege 
of performing their tasks for Him. At the sound of the bell 
he would rise. All work ceased. Slowly and reverently he 
would read the simple meditation, having been previously in- 
structed to allow ample time for thought and silent prayer. 

The first meditations were to awaken a consciousness of 
God’s presence. A few of them began like this: ‘Think of 
God.” Every child, having his own peculiar concept of God in 
the abstraction of holiness and perfection, could apply himself 
to this spiritual exercise. Then he was made to realize that, 
“He is watching you and thinking of you.”’ This was to es- 
tablish the sense of reciprocal relationship. ‘‘Make an act of 
faith.” They were encouraged to put this act in their own 
words. 


Various Kinds of Meditation 


Some of the meditations centered around Jesus on the cross. 
The crucifix was the sensible motivation for this group. “Look 


at the crucifix. Think of Jesus suffering on the cross. Make an 
act of contrition.” Meditations of this type resulted: 


I look at the crucifix. 

I think of the crown of thorns my Divine Lord wore. 
Dear Jesus, I am sorry for my bad thoughts. 

I will try to be kinder and more obedient. 


Certain meditations attempted to develop a sense of the 
mystical body by asking Jesus, suffering, to obtain grace for 
the conversion of a sinner. 

Others considered Mary, mediatrix of all grace. “Think of 
the Blessed Virgin as she looks in the church.” This visual 
recollection was to expedite their flow of thoughts. “She looks 
down to give you whatever you will ask.” Here they were 
encouraged to mention certain graces they desired for them- 
selves and others. “Say a Hail Mary, asking Mary to keep 
you ever a good Catholic child.” 

Seasonal meditations were successful. During Lent the 
contemplation of the sufferings of Christ supplemented the 
liturgy which the use of the missal and the intensive study of 
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the Mass were opening out to them. The deepening realiza- 
tion of the price of our redemption made daily stations an easy 
practice. These meditations reveal growing skill: 


Dear Jesus, this is the second time You fell. 
How it must have hurt You. 

The cross is pressing against Your shoulder. 
You can barely walk. 


If I had met Jesus on His way I would have knelt down and adored 
Him, 


| promise You that I will not talk back to my mother. 


The stations along the way of the cross gave excellent and 
suggestive thoughts for beginners, as this prayer clearly shows: 


Jesus is falling the third time. He is tired and thirsty. His body is cov- 
ered with dust and blood. If I met Him I would fall at His feet and beg 
Him to forgive the wrongs I have done. 

Dear Jesus, I love You and want to be with you in heaven. 

I am not going to fight with Peggy, and I am going to be more rever- 
ent in church because I know You are there. 


Applying Incidents in the Life of Christ 


A positive response to a more methodical type of meditation 
was indicative of an ability to apply the understanding to a 
particular incident in the life of Christ and to make a practical 
application in their own lives. This is a representative medita- 
tion used at a later stage in the experiment: 


Think of Jesus in the garden. He is full of fear. He is sorrowful. He 
begs God the Father to relieve His suffering. He says, “Not my will, 
but Thine.” 

Are you keeping God’s will for you? How have you failed? Make an 
act of contrition. 


After several months of instructing the pupils and “‘listen- 
ing” to them grow, the writer is more than ever convinced that 
“the testimony of the Lord is faithful, giving wisdom to little 
ones” (Ps. 18, 8). Simple and candid, children are quick to 
appreciate the unique simplicity of religion. If spiritual 
growth is slow and hidden, and the fruition eternal glory in 
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heaven which “eye hath not seen,” there are certain outward 
manifestations that never fail to reveal the activity within. 

The three spiritual faculties necessary for meditation, 
memory, understanding and will, the child possesses. The 
requisite, then, is simply to create the desire and to encourage 
them to consider a religious subject. They can be taught to 
“go apart a little” after the fashion of Christ, and the Teacher 
Preéminent will instruct them perfectly in this most necessary 
science. ‘I am He who teacheth men knowledge, and who 
giveth a more clear understanding to little ones than can he 
taught by man.’”? 

As teachers of religion we must be spiritual visionaries selling 
dreams that wake to eternity. Our shop may be shabby and 
our customers poor, but our ware never wavers in its essential 
perfection. We cannot afford to be content with the common- 
place. We must dare to follow the inspirations that will lead 
us into the paths of the supernatural. We dare not go alone- 
we must take others with us. Supernaturalness is a commodity 
common to religious and we can serve our order best by shar- 
ing the good things that have been given to us. 

The religious teacher who may wonder about the advisa- 
bility of teaching mental prayer to grade school children may 
find a possible answer in a minute reflection: What meditation 
has meant for me, it can also mean for them.

ST. JOHN BOSCO: PRACTICAL EDUCATOR

The educational activities of Don Bosco were a natural 
consequence of his love for youth and his concern for the sal- 
vation of their immortal souls. Unlike some of his more widely 
advertised contemporaries he formulated no novel educational 
theories, but he spent his time very profitably in devising ways 
and means of applying time-honored principles to meet the 
needs of a generation which was facing the perplexing prob- 
lems of anew era. An examination of his actual achievements 
shows that he had a profound insight into pedagogical values; 
yet, he must be classified as a practical educator rather than an 
educational theorist. 

In this respect he might well be compared with two of his 
illustrious compatriots of the Renaissance period: Vittorino da 
Feltre (1378-1446) who opened his Casa Giocasa at Mantua in 
1423, and his contemporary Guarino of Verona (1370-1460) 
who established a scarcely less famous school at Ferrara. In 
contrast with these the fame of other Italian humanists like 
Vergerio (1349-1420), Castiglione (1478-1529), Sadoleto 
(1477-1547), and Antoniano (1540-1603) rests primarily on 
their writings in which they interpreted the cultural ideals of 
the Classical Renaissance. 

Nor was nineteenth century Italy devoid of names that de- 
serve to live in the history of education. At Cremona in 1827 
Aporti (1791-1858) opened the first of his infant schools in 
which he applied principles which were later incorporated into 
the kindergarten system of Froebel. Antonio Rosmini- 
Serbati (1791-1855), the founder of the Institute of Charity, 
worked out a significant application of psychology to class- 
room methods. Conspicuous also were the services rendered 
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by the schools maintained and operated by religious congrega- 
tions. The value of their contributions will be better under- 
stood if we keep in mind the fact that the State did not assume 
responsibility for popular education throughout the Kingdom 
of Italy until the year 1895 although a beginning was made in 
Piedmont in 1859. 


Friend of the Proletariat 


When Don Bosco’s religious and social activities carried him 
into the educational field he found that one group, in par- 
ticular, was sadly neglected; this was the children of the work- 
ing classes. In former times under the regulations of the craft 
guilds the apprentice became a member of the family of the 
master craftsman, but when the industrial revolution got under 
way this system was abandoned. The gap between the em- 
ployer and the worker grew wider. The numbers of workers 
in the factory or workshop were too large to permit the head 
of the industry to be the friend and teacher of the young 
workers. Even when schools were established within the in- 
dustry itself the results were unsatisfactory from an educa- 
tional standpoint. The instruction given was narrow and one- 
sided; its sole purpose was to produce workers with a high 
degree of mechanical skill. The schools of Don Bosco, on the 
contrary, sought to give a well-rounded education which was 
planned to form faithful and intelligent Catholics, loyal and 
high minded citizens, as well as trained and trustworthy 
workers. 

In the course of a few years these Salesian schools, as they 
came to be known, spread throughout Italy and into other 
European countries. Later they reached the Americas and 
other parts of the world. As their history shows they made 
provision, not for one class of persons but for all irrespective of 
race, clime, or social conditions; but, and this is important, 
the preference has always been for poor and abandoned youth 
whose needs were greatest. Notwithstanding their variety 
every school bore evidence of its prototype, the first Salesian 
Oratory at Turin. 
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The Salesian School System 

The Salesian school system was laid on solid foundations. 
A mere narration of the heroic efforts which the founder made 
in order to provide suitable buildings and much needed equip- 
ment would exceed the limits of our available space; but we 
must not neglect to point out some of the measures taken to 
secure that unity of spirit and purpose so essential for the 
perpetuation of its educational and religious objectives. 

In a little book which Don Bosco published in 1846 for the 
guidance of his associates he stated the aim and purpose of 
the Oratory and defined the different offices. He also formu- 
lated rules for conducting the religious exercises and outlined 
the work of the Sunday schools and evening classes. 

For helpers he secured the codperation of boys of middle 
class families who had been pupils in the schools of the Chris- 
tian Brothers. These assisted as catechists and performed 
other duties as well. To familiarize them with the little man- 
ual and to discuss such problems as might arise he held weekly 
conferences. He also gave instruction and encouragement to 
the juvenile office holders. The matter of securing a staff of 
teachers also occupied his attention. Since no qualified 
teachers were available he decided to educate and train the 
brighter boys of the Oratory. For this purpose he selected 
those who showed willingness and ambition to obtain an educa- 
tion that would help them to improve their social position. 

This select group of boys he instructed in Latin, Italian, 
French, and arithmetic, on condition that they in turn should 
teach the other boys who attended the Sunday and evening 
classes. In this way he soon recruited a loyal and serviceable 
corps of teachers. Thus it came about that at an early stage in 
their history the Salesian schools had both an advanced and an 
elementary division—the advanced division being the source 
of supply of future members of the society. Even the ele- 
mentary schools were liberal in character. Their curriculum 
included not only the three R’s, but geography, drawing, 
history, singing, and instrumental music. Of course, religion 
was an integral part of the school curriculum at all levels. 
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His Educational Policy 

The success of Don Bosco as an administrator would appear 
to be due in large measure to his facility in combining the 
highest idealism with a sane realism. When he saw the need 
for a particular type of school—whether academic, agricul- 
tural, or industrial—he’ never hesitated to take appropriate 
action. If textbooks were lacking he set about writing them. 
If he was accused of political intrigue he did not object to in- 
spection but he firmly protested against inquisitorial methods. 
If his enemies claimed that his teachers were not qualified he 
demanded that they be given the opportunity to take the 
state examination. When he found that the practice of send- 
ing his boys to the different shops was unsatisfactory he 
erected workshops within the Oratory. When he found that 
he could not hire the right type of men to teach arts and crafts 
he trained lay brothers as industrial teachers. When the re- 
quest was made that poor and destitute girls be given ad- 
vantages similar to those enjoyed by his boys he founded the 
Daughters of Mary, Help of Christians, to undertake the 
work. When he saw the need of lay helpers he founded his 
“Third Order,” “The Pious Union of Salesian Codperators” 
which today numbers nearly half a million. 

Amid the politico-religious agitation of the fifties and sixties 
of the nineteenth century Don Bosco never digressed from 
the single-minded purpose of his apostolate. When agents of 
the government interrogated him about his political views he 
replied that his politics derived from the Pater Noster. He 
advocated and worked for human brotherhood under the 
fatherhood of God. He approved of what was good in the new 
political aspirations but he never wavered in his loyalty to the 
Vicar of Christ. From some of his remarks we may infer that 
he would have welcomed a federal solution of the Italian 
problem. On one occasion when he was challenged to drink 
the health of the political leaders, it is said that he astonished 
his hearers by proposing the toast: “Hurrah for Victor Em- 
manuel and Cavour and Garibaldi under the papal flag that 
they may save their souls.” 
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His educational policy was a sanely progressive one. While 
he had a healthy respect for tradition he never hesitated to 
adapt his program to the needs of his age, and the organization 
which he bequeathed to posterity has shown a degree of 
adaptability in keeping with its founder’s guiding principles. 


A Pioneer in Some Practices 


In many respects he was a pioneer in educational practices. 
He had an almost uncanny understanding of child and adoles- 
cent psychology. He made full use of this gift when giving re- 
ligious, moral, and vocational guidance to his pupils, each of 
whom he regarded as a distinct personality. He knew well how 
to combine, without confusing, work and play, freedom and 
discipline. He studied the aptitudes and dispositions of indi- 
vidual pupils in order to take care of their individual needs, 
whether social, economic, or religious. 

He believed that education should help the child improve 
his condition by his own efforts. He never regarded the 
teacher as a taskmaster, but rather as a father, adviser, and 
friend. He insisted that children be given reasonable freedom 
and provided with recreational facilities. He did not, of 
course, ignore the intellectual side of education, but he es- 
pecially emphasized the training of the will. In the final 
analysis it is not so much what the child knows as what he does 
and what he is. In this moral formation of the child the in- 
spiration and influence of religion are all-important. For Don 
Bosco then “The soul of education was the education of the 
soul.” 


The Preventive System 


Biographers of the Saint devote considerable space to his 
“preventive system,” but pass lightly over those broader 
phases of his educational system which have been discussed in 
these pages. While the “preventive system’ was important it 
was but a part of the whole Salesian system which now in- 
cludes schools of many types: elementary and high schools, 
colleges, schools of arts and trades, and agricultural schools, 
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not to mention oratories and orphanages, houses of study for 
Salesian aspirants, novices, philosophers, and theologians. 

No doubt the “preventive system” impressed many as a 
startling innovation during the second half of the nineteenth 
century when so few teachers were trained or adequately 
equipped for their task and when educational psychology was 
still unborn. Don Bosco himself attached so much importance 
to it that he explained it at length in his writings and succeeded 
admirably in inspiring his disciples with its spirit. 

The underlying idea is not new. In contrast with the con- 
temporary “repressive” system the pupils of Don Bosco’s 
schools, orphanages, and other institutions were carefully 
supervised and forewarned in accordance with the age-old 
principle that prevention is better than cure. Modern edu- 
cators utilize the same idea in suggesting a way of dealing with 
disciplinary problems but they disguise the fact by referring to 
it in their pedagogical jargon as “‘the prophylactic method.” 
The system as employed and developed by Don Bosco, how- 
ever, rests on supernatural as well as natural motives. Reason 
and religion, Christian charity and kindness are the means 
which the teacher must use, teach, and practice if he is to 
attain his objective. Such a system is calculated to establish 
friendly relations between teacher and pupil. It respects the 
dignity of the pupil and tends to bring out the best that is in 
him. By threats and punishments the “repressive”? system 
may and does obtain order but it does not work for the moral 
improvement of the pupil, and it may even make him worse 
by arousing in him resentment and hostility towards his 
teachers, towards the school, and towards society. 


Administration of the Preventive System 


To administer the “preventive system” effectively all who 
have any dealings with the pupils must be persons of good 
moral character and sound sense, whether they be directors, 
teachers, craftsmen, or assistants. Don Bosco’s own up- 
bringing, reinforced by his later experience, was sufficient to 
convince him of the blessings of labor and of the evil conse- 
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quences of idleness. He realized, however, that order must 
obtain in our occupations. Hence he insisted that tasks which 
involved duty and obedience came first. When these were dis- 
charged others that involved the pupil’s own wishes and tastes 
had a legitimate claim. In this connection it is worth noting 
how his sane conception of freedom stands in sharp contrast 
with those spurious ideas which gained currency in certain 
educational circles during the first three decades of the twen- 
tieth century. Confronted with the stern realities of recent 
years sounder ethical principles concerning rights and duties, 
self-direction and self-control, are fortunately once more as- 
serting themselves in educational literature and in practical 
school affairs. 

As a part of his scheme of character education Don Bosco 
stressed industry and thrift. He sharply rebuked the idler 
whom he described as a thief stealing from God and man. The 
masters and assistants in the workshops, therefore, were ex- 
pected to see that the boys were not allowed to loiter or inter- 
fere with others. In order to encourage thrift he allowed the 
boys in the Institute one third of their earnings. He also 
established mutual aid associations, and sought to make his 
pupils self-supporting members of society. 

He held that work of any sort, whether mental or physical, 
ennobles man. He would, however, alternate work and prayer 
with recreation. Recreation was of two kinds, physical and 
mental. His “preventive system” allowed the pupils plenty of 
free play, liberty to run, jump, shout, and be as noisy as they 
wished. He believed that athletics, music, theatrical enter- 
tainments, and hikes could serve the triple purpose of con- 
serving health, promoting morality, and preserving discipline. 


Vigilance and Supervision 


He recognized the need of vigilance and supervision. The 
boys were classified as good, ordinary, and wayward. For 
those of good disposition only general supervision was neces- 
sary when the rules of discipline were explained and their ob- 
servance commanded. Those inclined to fickleness were 
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privately given short but frequent exhortations and advice. 
The wayward boys were given special individual attention. 
Naturally these were also given closer supervision but they 
were not made to feel that no confidence was placed in them. 
Whenever possible they were placed upon their honor. The 
spirit underlying the supervision was such as to redeem it 
from any suggestion of espionage. However close the super- 
vision, the teacher played the part of a big brother, rather 
than that of a detective or policeman. Time and experience 
seem to have warranted the wisdom and practical value of the 
Salesian supervisory procedures. 

Don Bosco believed that punishment should be used only as 
a last resort and in his long career he found that charity 
finally triumphed, whereas severity met with failure. If cor- 
rection ever became absolutely necessary he urged the teacher 
to maintain self-control. He admonished all his assistants to 
strive to imitate the divine example of Jesus and to model 
their zeal after His. Then, he said, they would give corrections 
at the proper time after waiting patiently in the name of God 
for the moment of grace. 

In addition to such prudential measures there was the ever- 
present influence of religion which impregnated the whole 
system. To quote the Saint’s own words: “Frequent con- 
fession and Communion and daily Mass are the pillars that 
must support the edifice of education from which we propose to 
eliminate threats and the rod. Never force the boys to frequent 
the sacrament but encourage them to do so, and give them 
every opportunity. On occasions of retreats, triduums, 
novenas, sermons, and catechism the beauty and grandeur of 
our holy religion must always be dwelt upon. In this way the 
pupils are taught to love these practices of piety, and to make 
use of them willingly with profit and pleasure.” 


A Dramatic Episode 


The extraordinary influence which Don Bosco exerted on 
the minds and hearts of boys is well illustrated by the oft- 
told story of the retreat he preached, at the suggestion of 
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Rattazzi, to some three hundred juvenile inmates of a reforma- 
tory in Turin. Day by day as the retreat was in progress the 
attendants could notice a distinct improvement in the be- 
havior of the boys, and by the time it came to an end prac- 
tically all of them had made their Easter duty and received 
Holy Communion. 

As a surprise and a reward for the retreatants Don Bosco 
asked permission to take them for an outing in the country. 
The warden was not unnaturally astonished at the strange re- 
quest and protested that there were not enough policemen in 
the city to round up the prisoners again. Don Bosco was not 
discouraged by the refusal and insisted that he personally could 
guarantee their safe return by the simple expedient of putting 
each on his honor. Eventually the matter was referred to 
Rattazzi who, being curious to see the results of this novel 
social experiment, gave the necessary official permission. The 
result amply justified his decision. Having spent an enjoyable 
day, the youngsters, after participating in sports and games 
and partaking of a substantial luncheon, returned in full 
strength to the reformatory without any supervision other 
than that of Don Bosco himself. If any inference is to be 
drawn from this startling example of his influence over im- 
mature, and even wayward young people we must not be 
satisfied with referring it to his “magnetic personality,” or 
“dynamic leadership,” or any of the other clichés which have 
come to serve as substitutes for thought. The Saint himself 
had no illusions as to the real source of his strength. He knew 
full well that the formation of character and development of 
personality require that man’s natural qualities have the 
support and nourishment that come from the profession and 
practice of our Christian religion. 


His Significance as an Educator 


From this brief sketch it is clear that Don Bosco has a claim 
to a high place in the history of education, although current 
textbooks, even those written by Catholics, virtually ignore 
him. Nevertheless his life and works—his writings, his teach- 
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ings, his ministry, and his example— are at once an inspiration 
and a challenge to the Catholic teacher and social worker. He 
was a pioneer of Catholic Action long before that term came 
into common use. He gave the world a system of education 
that recognized the intrinsic worth of the individual and at the 
same time stressed his duties and responsibilities as a citizen. 
Like all great Catholic educators he applied to the conditions 
of his time the principles laid down by the greatest of all 
teachers—the Founder of Christianity. To the false doctrines 
and baneful practices of his age he opposed his “pedagogy of 
love.” Herein lies the real secret of Don Bosco’s success as a 
teacher and educator. ‘““My method,” said he, ‘is the method 
of the Master of masters; the method laid down in the Gospel, 
all charity and devotion.”

TESTING RELIGION AT VARIOUS LEVELS 
Using the ‘‘Religion Essentials Test”’

Previous articles described the use of the “Religion Essen- 
tials Test’! in the four upper grades of Catholic elementary 
schools; there remains now to be considered its various other 
possible uses. But a word first about its validity, i.e., does it 
really measure a student’s knowledge of religion? 

The content validity of the test cannot be seriously ques- 
tioned. It was carefully prepared by experts in the field: 
theologians, teachers of religion in high schools, authors of 
textbooks on religion. The material was gathered not from a 
few, but from over three hundred of them. It was carefully 
checked and rechecked and all but the minimum essentials 
were eliminated. 

Moreover, a thorough reading of the test will reveal that it 
contains all sorts of items. Some are very simple; almost any 
child in the lower grades could answer them. At the other ex- 
treme are the most difficult, which would be hard for even a 
student in the twelfth grade. Most of the items are scaled in 
between; they will be known by some, and missed by others, 
in varying percentages. Such a collection of items is essential 
if any test is to be a good measure. 


Use of the Test in High School 


The fundamental imperfection of the test, however, is that 
it is generally too easy for the high school grades. Students in 
Grades 9 to 12 are able to answer too great a percentage of the 
items correctly. In order to measure these levels adequately a

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number of more difficult items should be added, and the easier 
and non-discriminating items eliminated. 

This is not to say, however, that the test is of no value for 
high school students. It is of unquestionable worth in deter- 
mining which of the necessary religious truths are not sufh- 
ciently known by any class. If used for this purpose at the be- 
ginning of the school year, the test can indicate doctrines and 
practices which should be emphasized in the religion class. It 
will also discover to the teacher the religious essentials which 
are well known by the pupils. With this information at the 
beginning of the year, the religion teacher will know the por- 
tion of the religion curriculum which needs no repeating as 


well as that part of the course which has not as yet been suf- 
ficiently mastered. 


Use of the Test in Grades 5 to 8 


The figures presented in previous articles demonstrate that 
the religion essentials test discriminates better between stu- 
dents of the same class in Grades 5 to 8 than it does in Grades 9 
to 12. In the lower classes it also discriminates better between 
the grades. The scores attained are less homogeneous, and 
the coefficients of reliability for each level are higher in elem- 
entary school than they are in high school. The test is theré- 
fore a better measure of the students’ achievement in religious 
knowledge in Grades 5 to 8 than it is in Grades 9 to 12. 

If the norms established in this study of the test for Grade 5 
are to be used, it will be necessary to follow the method em- 
ployed in standardizing the test for this grade. Otherwise the 
results obtained could not be validly compared with the decile 
points presented for Grade 5. 

It will be found more satisfactory to present the test in this 
way for Grade 5, because the directions are somewhat com- 
plicated and really too difficult for many of the children at this 
level to understand if they merely read them to themselves. 
If these directions are explained by the examiner in the manner 
described, it will be found that little difficulty will be encoun- 
tered in following them. The method of explaining the direc- 
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tions and also the decile points for Grade 5 will be found in a 
previous article. 


Use of the Test in Grade 4 


The religion essentials test was tried in Grade 4 of St. Ed- 
mond’s School, but the language difficulty proved to be too 
great. This conclusion was reached because of the attitude 
the children displayed toward taking the test. They became 
discouraged because they did not understand a great many of 
the words, which were too far advanced for them. 

The scores obtained were also an indication that the test in 
its present form, even when given as presented to Grade 5, 
is too difficult for the fourth grade. The highest score ob- 
tained on this level was 49. Less than 50 per cent of the items 
were passed by the best pupil tested. There were 45 pupils in 
the fourth grade who took the test. 

The length of the test as presented was also a factor. The 
children in Grade 4 easily tired of doing it, or became discour- 
aged at the difficulty of the items. Even with constant urging 
on the part of the examiner, they were reluctant to put any 
great effort into answering the questions. 

There is a possibility of giving the test in its present form to 
Grade 4, by presenting it in two or three sittings. This would 
avoid fatiguing the children. The language difficulty would 
still remain, however, and it would be necessary to simplify 
the vocabulary in order to yield a satisfactory test at this 
level. 


A Religion Essentials Test for the Primary Grades 


It should be entirely possible, by using the same material, to 
construct a religion essentials test which would be a good meas- 
ure in Grades 3 and 4, and perhaps another for Grades 1 and 2. 
First of all the language of the items should be brought down 
to the vocabulary level of these grades. The manner of pres- 
entation should be made more simple. It should be restricted 
to not more than three types of questions, preferably fewer. 
The three best forms, because they are the simplest for younger 
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children to understand, are true-false, completion, and two- 
response multiple choice. 

The two-response multiple choice has several advantages 
over the three, four, or five-response type. First of all, more 
items of this type can be presented in an equal amount of 
time. Secondly, it is less complicated for younger children, 
who would have less difficulty in choosing between two, than 
from three or four answers. Thirdly, it has a high reliability: 
0.85 for 100 items. This is higher than the reliability of the 
three-response type, which is 0.75 for 100 items, and almost 
as high as the reliability of the five-response type, which is 
0.89 for the same number of items.’ 

For Grades 1 and 2 a great deal more participation by the 
teacher in the administration of the test would be necessary. 
She would not only have to read the directions before each 
part of the test, but would also be required to demonstrate 
them in a way which would be understood by all the pupils in 
these grades. The directions would have to be given very 
simply, and contain only words with which these small young- 
sters are familiar. 

It would be advisable, if not absolutely necessary, for Grades 
1 and 2, to present the items in pictorial fashion, after the 
manner of the Metropolitan Achievement Test at this level. 
This would involve a great deal of ingenuity on the part of 
those constructing the test. But it is not an impossible task. 
It could be done. 


Other Uses of the *‘Religion Essentials Test”’ 


The use of the test in its present form need not and should 
not be restricted to the measurement of achievement in reli- 
gious knowledge on the part of children attending Catholic 
elementary and high schools. While it is true that the test has 
not been standardized in any other field, there are many other 
uses for it. 

It would surely be of value, for instance, to test the religious

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knowledge of public school children at the beginning of a Sun- 
day school year. It could likewise be given to boys and girls 
attending public high schools at the start of the high school re- 
ligion course offered by the Confraternity of Christian Doc- 
trine each year. The instructors would then know definitely 
the extent of their pupils’ knowledge of the essentials of their 
religion. 

It may also be given to members of a Newman Club, high 
school, or college, at the beginning of a school year. Often 
these clubs present a series of lectures on religious topics at 
their meetings. The results of the test would certainly deter- 
mine what religious information and moral practices should be 
presented and stressed during these lectures. As a result of 
the test, discussion groups could be formed among the members 
according to the particular section of religious information es- 
pecially lacking in their previous training. 

The “religion essentials test’’ has also been used with great 
success to determine how well recent converts have learned 
and understood their newly adopted religion. If the score re- 
ceived on this test then exceeds the achievement of 70 or 80 
per cent of the pupils of the grade he reached in his education, 
it is felt that he has a satisfactory knowledge of his religion 
corresponding with his education in other branches of knowl- 
edge. In any case, the deficiencies of his religious knowledge 
are revealed. Further instructions and explanations can then 
remedy these defects. 


Test Applicable to Preparation for Confirmation 


It is customary, in most parishes in our country, to examine 
candidates for the Sacrament of Confirmation, since one of the 
requirements for worthy reception of this sacrament is “to 
know well the chief truths and duties of our religion.”* This 
catechism answer is based on Canon 786 of the Code of Canon 
Law which states that for a lawful and fruitful reception of 
confirmation, besides being in the state of grace, a person hav- 
ing the use of reason should be “sufficiently instructed.” But

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the examination in many cases is conducted in a perfunctory 
manner which actually reveals little or nothing about the can- 
didates’ knowledge of their religion. The administration of the 
“religion essentials test” in this situation would be an alto- 
gether satisfactory and excellent means of determining the 
adequacy of preparation for the reception of confirmation. 

Religious vacation schools are growing more popular and 
widespread every summer. If one form of the “religion essen- 
tials test’? were administered at the beginning of the program 
attempts could be made in the instruction periods to remedy 
the deficiencies revealed. Administration of another form of 
the test at the end of the program would accurately determine 
whether anything had been accomplished and exactly how 
much. 

An interesting study could be made by giving Form‘‘A” 
and two or three of the other forms to an average group of 
Catholic school children in Grades 5 to 8, similar to the group 
used in the present study. The results would reveal, if the re- 
search were properly handled, whether or not these forms were 
really of equal difficulty in actual testing work. 

Another interesting study could be made of the religious 
knowledge of Catholic children attending public schools and 
those attending parochial schools. Publishing exact figures by 
grades would bring out mathematically the superiority of 
Catholic school children in knowledge of their religion. 

The integration of the “religion essentials test”? with both 
the Stanford and the Metropolitan Achievement Tests is now 
being undertaken for Grades 5 to 8. A profile chart for Catho- 
lic school children will be prepared in which the most important 
subject, religion, will be included with the rest. 

There are probably many other good uses for the “religion 
essentials test” than have been described in this article. It has 
been too little known and used. Many opportunities for ad- 
ministering it and profiting from the knowledge thereby 
gained have been neglected. May further studies of its many 
possibilities hold out for it a brighter future. 
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YET ONE MORE TASK

Our final goal, as teachers of religion, will always be to make 
our students more and more at home in the mystical body of 
Christ. We stress the mental food of religion in order to 
deepen and solidify their faith; we stress the moral drink of 
religion in order to set that faith on fire, to make of it ‘‘the 
faith that works through charity.”” At-homeness in the mysti- 
cal body of Christ is always marked by enthusiastic alertness 
to all the interests of the family of God, all the problems of the 
Church. I have in mind a particular present-day problem of 
the Church with which I should like to see religion teachers 
grapple a bit more effectively. That problem is the growth 
and progress of the Catholic press. 


Apostolate of Writing and the Catholic Press 


Not too much understanding or interest greets the Catholic 
who sets out, in the footsteps of Francis de Sales, and Peter 
Canisius, and the great St. Paul, to further the apostolate of 
writing. The Catholic press—. Oh, yes, as a phrase it is re- 
peated just often enough to give our people a false impression 
that they are familiar with it, and that something is being 
done about it. 

A real grasp of the press apostolate, however, means knowing 
what it is, what its purposes are, what its status is in the mis- 
sion of Christ to men, who is furthering it, and how it is being 
furthered. A little test on just those items of information 
would show some decided /acuna, in most cases, in the knowl- 
edge of Catholics, even graduates of Catholic high schools and 
colleges. Far from training enough writers, we are not even 
arousing enough readers to be an intelligent, interested, ap- 
preciative audience of the writers we are producing. The 
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janitor who keeps God’s house clean has a less precarious living 
than the writer who could help keep God’s house filled, because 
everyone can see the need for the janitor, and everyone is de- 
termined to have a share in the comforts he produces—clean- 
liness, heat, and light. 

Not everything suggested in the preceding paragraph could 
be discussed in one article. Let us concentrate on one item in 
it, that of the need for an audience eager to receive the clean- 
liness and heat and light available in Catholic writings. 

I think most teachers are aware of a sort of half-formed opin- 
ion, sometimes even a definite, crystallized conviction, on the 
part of even the best and liveliest of their students, that some- 
how a book which is Catholic is, well—inferior, maybe? A 
little tame? Preachy? Not quite free and modern and “on 
the beam’’? That is a rather serious indictment of any litera- 
ture. Let us face it. Is it true? Is this attftude a merited 
condemnation of Catholic writers, or a weakness in their audi- 
ence? 


Some Opinions on Religious Reading 


A group of high school seniors made an informal survey 
which will, I believe, throw some light on the question pro- 
posed. Each girl questioned from three to five individuals and 
reported their attitude toward religious reading, and such re- 
lated things as religious radio programs, with the type and 
amount of reading actually done by each subject. Let us ex- 
amine some typical comments from those interviewed: 


She didn’t listen to any religious programs or read any Catholic books 
or magazines, because they were dry and uninteresting. She finally con- 
fessed she had heard only one program and read only several religious 
articles. I tried to convince her that there are always exceptions to the 
rule. She finally promised she would give them a try again. 

The woman, a girl, told me she had read enough to keep her posted, but 
she didn’t think books by Catholic authors were interesting enough. 

One person interviewed said she didn’t have time for spiritual reading. 

As to preferring a secular book to a religious, she said secular books 
were more interesting and practical. 

Person number three said she didn’t think one had to read spiritual 
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books and literature to be saved. She said that God did not command 
that and so it was not necessary. She finds pamphlets very uninteresting 
and doesn’t care to listen to spiritual radio programs. 
“Yes, I read religious books, but do not like them; they are too dry.” 
But you ask her if she has read any spiritual books [this subject is a 


young girl], she'll say, ‘““No, they’re too dry; not enough pep and 
thrills.” 


The last comment was by a non-Catholic girl. Painfully like 
the comments from Catholics, isn’t it? Just how “Catholic” 
are Catholics, anyway? After all, mental appetite, whether 
we like to admit it or not, is definitely related to mental and 
spiritual stature, and to mental and spiritual health, just as 
physical appetite is related to physical stature and physical 


health. 


No Demand for Catholic Literature Set Up 


Some comments speak of the inability of would-be readers to 
get Catholic literature. Where is the cause? In the city where 
most of the girls live who participated in this survey, there are 
fourteen Catholic churches, taking care of the Catholic half of 
the city’s 85,000 people. I have not been able to discover a 
single Catholic book store there. Is the producer of Catholic 
literature failing the consumer? Let us look for a few moments 
at the consumer’s side of the matter. We shall find that 
these thousands of Catholics, if our survey be anything like a 
representative one, have set up no demand. 

There were, for example, many echoes of the opinion that 
since the reading of Catholic books was not necessary for sal- 
vation, it was not worth doing: 


As long as you keep to the right road you’re safe and spiritual reading 
can’t make too much difference. 


Is that not mediocrity? Can we say that, if educated Catho- 
lics know nothing of the magnificent treasures of Catholic lit- 
erature, we have done our full duty towards them? Or is it 
perhaps true that this field of literature is a mere sidetrack, a 
matter for special pleading by specialists in it? Do you recall 
St. Augustine’s protestation, when he rather reluctantly un- 
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dertook the writing of an explanation of Psalm 118, that al- 
though he felt unequal to the task, “our congregations should 
not be deprived of the understanding of this psalm also, in the 
singing of which, as of the other psalms, they are wont to take 
delight’?! He was answering a felt need. Have our Catholic 
people no felt needs? Do we not need developed Catholicism 
in our day, surrounded as we are (as Catholics always were 
and always will be) with false -isms? The late Father Ed- 
ward Leen, C.S.Sp., deplored the prevailing spiritual infan- 
tilism, as St. Paul before him had complained of his Corin- 
thians, unable to eat the solid food of advanced doctrine, be- 
cause they were toocarnal. How aware the directors of relig- 
ious communities are of the value of spiritual reading in the 
development of the interior life! The same development is 
needed by our lay people. E. I. Watkin, in The Catholic Cen- 
tre,* shows how necessary it is today for a// Catholics to become 
souls of interior prayer, contemplatives. Such contemplation 
demands, except by special gift of God, sufficient spiritual 
reading to offset all the many distractions of a very distracted 
modern age. 


**Supporting”’ the Catholic Press 


There were other subjects who felt that, since their pastors 
told them to, they certainly should “support the Catholic 
press,” just as they should come to scrub the church on the 
Wednesday in Holy Week, and be present at the sodality 
meeting on Monday night. But reading? Even such docile 
children of Mother Church made a sharp dichotomy between 
supporting and reading. 


Three people whom I talked to did spiritual reading to the extent of 
reading, for example, the Sunday Visitor or Messenger occasionally... . 
The reason for their subscribing to Catholic magazines—an act of kind- 
ness, to help them along; seldom were they read. The reason for this,

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they state, is that they get no real enjoyment out of Catholic literature 
... rather boring. 


Reading magazines, then, let alone the more firm-meated fruits 
of permanent books, is beside the point for many Catholics. 
Buying them—that is different; that is a good work, just like 
making a novena or lighting a candle, but not a source of any- 
thing in particular beyond that. 

Others “don’t have time,” or “‘just don’t bother to do it.”’ 
Does all this not help to explain why there is no Catholic book- 
store to satisfy the need felt by a small percentage of the people 
surveyed? Two not-so-usual comments indicated a felt need. 


I like to read them, but I hardly ever get achance to. If Ido get a hold 
of a good spiritual book, I find it so interesting I hate to put it down, but 
to tell you the truth I very seldom read them because of this. 

Yes, I read spiritual books but do not know of many and would love 
to read more. Could you tell me how to get a list of them? I find this 
sort of books much more enjoyable than others. 


Some Appreciate Catholic Literature 


Some comments, of course, indicate definite appreciation of 
Catholic reading matter. There were a few converts, who read 
because they wanted to know more about their new faith; one 
intellectually alert person who had not had a chance to go to a 
Catholic high school was trying to make up for his loss; there 
was an invalid who found reading, together with prayer, her 
most satisfying occupation;. there was a girl who, after much 
difficulty in rectifying an invalid marriage, had become alert 
on things Catholic. The student who reported the last two 
cases makes the following comment: 


She sees something in it all or she woudn’t do it. But to appreciate 
the full value she must be placed in circumstances requiring a surplus 
knowledge of her religion to see the value of her daily spiritual reading. 
Many great men educated themselves by reading; we can be great... 
but will it take a wheel chair, suffering, or perhaps a guilty conscience 
over a wrong marriage to make us see the value? 


The consumer element in the Catholic press situation must be 
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developed. There must be more who know that they need 
Catholic books, and there will be Catholic bookstores. ‘“‘It 
must follow, as the night the day.” 

Three comments made by a single student, a girl studying 
creative writing with an eye to entering the vocation of the 
Catholic press, show progressively widening circles in which 
spiritual reading appetites can be fostered: 


One person said that spiritual reading helped him get away from the 
ordinary level of literature which on the whole wasn’t uplifting; it 
helped him realize that there were still some clean, pure, and beautiful 
things to know about. 


A small boy at the age at which they usually devour comic books se- 
cured a Catholic Youth magazine. The child is non-Catholic, but he told 
me and his mother he enjoyed it so much he wanted more. I know not 
whether he realized it but he probably liked these stories and articles 


because they were “good” and the characters in these tales got their 
just deserts. 


I know an old man whose mind is somewhat radical and pessimistic, but 
he read one of our Catholic papers, and in his words, ““They know their 


stuff,” I could see that he admired the truth and style with which these 
papers were printed. 


But why should you foster a wider appeal? 


Need of Creating Demand for Catholic Writing 


I have already asked you to get interested in interesting 
Catholics in their press, and now I seem to imply that you 
should go farther afield. The reason is simple. Consumer de- 
mand is essential to the producing of a fit product. The more 
potential buyers a writer has, the more effort and money and 
time for growth he can put into his books. Now, by the very 
fact of setting about this business of writing as a “Catholic 
writer,” a man at present limits his potential audience to 
twenty-three and a quarter millions (most of whom read only 
things not labelled Catholic), in contrast to the potential audi- 
ence on secular subjects of one hundred thirty-four and one- 
half million Americans. Is it not essential to be sure that 
the maximum percentage of the twenty-three millions are 
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awake to his work, and even to attempt to interest the rest 
of the one hundred thirty-four millions? The good to the 
millions, as well as the good to the virility of the Catholic press, 
is considerable. 

Let us pause, then, to take stock. What is being asked of us? 
We are already doing our religion pupils a service, and at the 
same time helping the family of God indirectly by helping to 
create a better consumer demand for Catholic writing, when 
we go on doggedly and persistently in the face of obstacles, in- 
sisting on mental content in our religion courses. We can also 
bring to their attention this problem of the Catholic press, di- 
rectly. And we can use whatever influence we have to make 
Catholic reading available to our pupils. In the school li- 
brary it is available at present; we make it actively available 
when we inspire pupils to want to read it both by judicious as- 
signments and by the encouragement of our own enthusiasm. 
Even just to have countered that half-formed conviction 
against the worthiness of our Catholic literature, now so com- 
mon among our pupils, will be an accomplishment. 

















THE “PENITENTES” OF OUR SOUTHWEST 


A Living Example of the Lasting Effects of Catechiza- 
tion in Hispanic America

I. Introduction 


We shall not study the origin and development of the “‘Pen- 
itentes,” but limit our study to their organization, doctrines, 
and practices, as revealed in their constitution and prayer book. 

This study is based on two manuscripts found in the ar- 
chives of the Archdiocese of Santa Fe, New Mexico. For ob- 
vious reasons we shall avoid proper names and those of organi- 
zations. 

Our first manuscript contains the following documents: 
(a) the act of incorporation under the laws of the State of New 
Mexico, (b) the act of union of the confraternities of New 
Mexico and Colorado, (c) the constitution of the confrater- 
nity, (d) the rules and regulations of the confraternity, (e) 
the articles of mutual protection, (f) the manifesto of the 
supreme council, (g) the articles of admonition, and (h) a 
short meditation and a lyric on the Passion of Christ. 

Our second manuscript, which may be considered as the 
official hymn and prayer book, is entitled: Libro de Alabados. 
It contains fifty-three religious hymns. 

Both manuscripts are recent copies, reproduced from mem- 
ory. Their semi-illiterate Spanish is defective in spelling 
and grammar, but the reader realizes soon that the originals 
were composed by expert theologians, philosophers, and poets. 
The doctrine is sane, and the expression simple, sincere, and 
emotional. 


II, Outline of the First Manuscript 


A. Articles of Incorporation. To protect their organization 
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from ignorance, prejudice, and persecution, the “‘Penitentes”’ 
had it incorporated under the law of New Mexico in 1934. 
From the act of incorporation we learn that the supreme coun- 
cil is composed of: (a) the elder brother of the center (Aer- 
mano mayor del centro), (b) the supreme counselor (consejero 
general), (c) the supreme consultor (conciliario general), and 
(d) the supreme secretary (secretario general). The name of 
the confraternity is: Confraternidad Piadosa de Nuestro 
Padre Fesus (Pious Confraternity of Our Father Jesus). The 
name of a local unit is: Concilio del Centro de . . . (Council of 
the Center of (name of patron saint)). The name of an indi- 
vidual member is: socios de nuestro padre Fesus de. . . (member 
of Our Father Jesus of (name of patron saint)). The name of a 
leader is: mayor del centro (leader of the center). The place of 
reunion is: morada (habitation). 

From the same document we learn the aims of the confra- 
ternity: (a) to adore and obey our Lord Jesus Christ; (b) 
to profess, practice, and spread the Roman Catholic faith un- 
der the guidance of the Pope, the local bishop, and the pastor; 
(c) to form a religious society that can own property, sue and 
be sued against; and (d) to resist defamation by word of 
mouth and in writing. 

B. Act of Union of the Confraternities of New Mexico and 
Colorado. This union was effected on October 21, 1934: (a) 
to form a defense front against the attacks of secret societies, 
and (b) to promote among the members Christian charity and 
greater loyalty to the Roman Catholic faith. The paragraph 
entitled Manifesto exhorts the members to unite under the in- 
spiration of the Holy Ghost, and the guidance of the Pope to 
promote the Roman Catholic Church, and to spread the bless- 
ing of the confraternity far and wide. 

C. Constitution of the Confraternity. The preamble states 
that the constitution is intended to promote justice, peace, 
union, and assistance among the members. The first seven 
articles are a commentary on the last words of Jesus on the 
Cross. The “brothers” are reminded that: (a) they are mem- 
bers of the mystical body of Christ; (b) they must ever be 
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disposed ‘to forgive their enemies; (c) Mary is their mother; 
(d) prayer should be their support in time of affliction; (e) 
they must thirst for justice and charity; (f) envy, hatred, and 
bad will must give place to justice and charity; and (g) they 
shall all be united in the charity of Christ. 

D. Rules and Regulations. The “rules and regulations” 
provide: (a) for the supreme government of the confraternity 
by a cuerpo ministerial supremo (supreme board), elected every 
year; to be a candidate for election members must be at least 
twenty-five years old, and have been “‘brothers”’ for at least 
ten years; and that, (b) on being admitted, new members 
must pledge themselves to mutual charity and protection. 

E. “Manifesto” of the Supreme Council. Ina lengthy para- 
graph, the cuerpo ministerial supremo exhorts all members: 
(a) to walk closely in the footsteps of Christ, (b) to practice 
sincere humility, and (c) to be true soldiers of Christ by the 
practice of faith, hope, charity, strength, prudence, justice, 
and moderation. 

F. Articles of Admonition. In five short articles, members 
are admonished: (a) to go to confession, (b) to assist at Mass 
on Sundays and feasts of obligation, (c) to practice penance, 
(d) to obey all legitimate authorities, (e) to suspend and ex- 
pel scandalous members, and (f) to test and examine thor- 
oughly candidates for admission. 

G. “Admonestacion.” This paragraph admonishes “the 
“brothers” that they must bear fruits of true Christian virtue, 
and not be similar to the sterile fig tree of the Gospel. They 
shall produce an abundance of fruits, if they observe loyally 
the rules of the confraternity. 

H. Short Meditation and Lyric on the Passion of Christ. 
Our first manuscript ends with a short meditation on the power 
and love of Christ on the cross; it is followed by the beautiful 
poem of St. Teresa of Avila on the Passion of Christ: No 
me mueve mi Dios para quererte.... 


III. Outline of the Second Manuscript 


Our second manuscript is entitled: Libro de Alabados. It is 
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a collection of lyrics on the passion of Christ, and on the Most 
Blessed Virgin. The doctrine of these hymns is thoroughly or- 
thodox; the expression is simple and sincere. It is evident 
that the text has been copied by semi-illiterate persons, but 
the authors were certainly genuine theologian-poets. If the 
grammar of the text were revised, and the music taken from 
verbal rendition, our manuscript would form an excellent 
hymnal. 


Iv. Conclusion 


We may safely conclude that the seeds of Christian doc- 
trine and virtue sowed by the early missionary catechists of 
Hispanic America went deeply down into the souls of their 
neophytes who, in spite of the wave of paganism which sur- 
rounds them, have kept the faith, and could be classified as 
members of “‘Catholic Action” among the humble workers of 
our Southwest. 
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BIBLICAL CHARACTERS— 
NOE: A JUST MAN IN HIS GENERATIONS

There are certain words that bring to mind others with al- 
most infallible regularity: to say salt is to bring to mind pep- 
per. So to say Noe is to bring to mind flood. Yet Noe is one 
of the more highly praised of Biblical characters, a fact that 
perhaps is not so well known. It will then be worth our while 
to examine the pages of Sacred Scripture and to learn what the 
Holy Spirit has to say about Noe, the second father of the 
human race. 

To increase our interest in Noe let us note at the very outset 
that he belongs to the family tree of Our Blessed Lord. In the 
fifth chapter of the Book of Genesis the beginning of that tree 
is given; it starts with Adam and ends with Noe: For con- 
firmation that these men are ancestors of Our Lord examine 
chapter three, verses 36 to 38 of the Gospel of St. Luke, where 
the same names will be found. Noe then belonged to the fam- 
ily of his time, namely, the Messianic family; his direct an- 
cestors were those men who had inherited or, perhaps it would 
be better to say, had received the promises of God made first 
to Adam. We too are related to Noe, for all mankind has 
sprung from him and his three sons (Gen. 9, 18-19): “And the 
sons of Noe .. . were Sem, Cham, and Japheth.... These 
three are the sons of Noe: and from these was all mankind 
spread over the whole earth.” He then is the second father of 
all of us, as Adam is our first father. 


Significance of Noe’s Name 


According to the fifth chapter of Genesis Lamech was “‘a 
hundred and eighty-two years” of age when he became the 
father of Noe. Lamech gave his newly born son the name of 
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Noe; and in giving him this significant name (which means 
“rest,” although it may also be derived from a Hebrew root 
meaning “‘comfort”) the father remarked (Gen. 5, 29): “This 
same shall comfort us from the works and labors of our hands 
on the earth, which the Lord hath cursed.” Perhaps the father 
had a presentiment of the future goodness and holiness of his 
son, for Noe by reason of his justice saved the human race from 
total destruction. Noe also became a father in the course of 
time; he had three sons, Sem, Cham, and Japheth. It was 
after the birth of these sons, and when Noe was five hundred 
years of age, that God intimated his displeasure with men. 

As men spread over the face of the earth they increased in 
wickedness; this fact Moses tells us in the sixth chapter of 
Genesis. There are many difficulties with regard to the first 
few verses of this chapter, and there are as many solutions as 
there are difficulties. As far as we are concerned, however, the 
‘main fact is the universal iniquity of men; even the Messianic 
line or family was infected. In a passage replete with meaning 
we are told (Gen. 6, 5-7): “‘And God seeing that the wicked- 
ness of men was great on the earth, and that all the thought of 
their heart was bent upon evil at all times, it repented him 
that he had made man on the earth. And being touched in- 
wardly with sorrow of heart, he said: I will destroy man, whom 
I have created, from the face of the earth, from man even to 
beasts, from the creeping thing even to the fowls of the air; 
for it repenteth me that I have made them.” Centuries later 
David was to describe in graphic language the general corrup- 
tion of men; these words are perhaps an echo of God’s thoughts 
before the flood (Ps. 13, 1-3): “They are corrupt, and are 
become abominable in their ways: there is none that doth 
good, no, not one. The Lord hath looked down from heaven 
upon the children of men, to see if there be any that under- 
stand and seek God. They are all gone aside, they are become 
unprofitable together: there is none that doth good, no, not 
one. Their throat is an open sepulchre: with their tongues 
they acted deceitfully; the poison of asps is under their lips. 
Their mouth is full of cursing and bitterness; their feet are 
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swift to shed blood. Destruction and unhappiness in their 
ways: and the way of peace they have not known. There is 
no fear of God before their eyes.” 


High Praise of Noe in Sacred Scripture 


In contrast to the generality of mankind we find Noe (Gen. 
6, 8): “But Noe found grace before the Lord.” Noe then 
was the exception to the rule, for (Gen. 6,9): “‘Noe was a just 
and perfect man in his generations; he walked with God.” 
There are no words of higher praise in Sacred Scripture than 
these words spoken of Noe; he was a just man, that is, one 
who gave God and man his due. We might say that the term 
saint is a synonym of “just man’; no higher praise can be 
given than to call a person a saint. Noe was also a perfect man 
in his generations; in contrast to the men of his time Noe ob- 
served all God’s commands. In truth as Scripture says, Noe 
“walked with God”; the signification of which is that God 
and Noe were in perfect agreement, and that Noe followed the 
way of God’s law. 

The sanctity of Noe is remarked in cther passages of Sacred 
Scripture. Ezechiel links Noe with Job and Daniel in two 
tests (14, 14, 20); the prophet implies the greatness of the rep- 
utation of Noe (as well as of Job and Daniel) among the Jews 
of his time, for he remarks that God will destroy any nation 
that sins against Him, and that God will save Noe, Daniel, 
and Job because of their own justice, but that He will not save 
others. The author of the book of Ecclesiasticus praises Noe in 
no uncertain terms (44, 17-19): “‘Noe was found perfect, just, 
and in the time of wrath he was made a reconciliation. There- 
fore was there a remnant left to the earth, when the flood came. 
The covenants of the world were made with him, that all 
flesh should no more be destroyed with the flood.” 

In the New Testament there are two passages that praise the 
virtue of Noe. St. Paul in the Epistle to the Hebrews (11, 7) 
speaks of the faith of Noe: “By faith Noe, having received an 
answer concerning those things which as yet were not seen, 
moved with fear, framed the ark for the saving of his house, by 
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the which he condemned the world and was instituted heir of 
the justice which is by faith.”” In other words, the faith of Noe 
was such that at God’s command he built the ark; and through 
this same faith and obedience Noe became one of the ancestors 
of our Lord. St. Peter calls Noe “the preacher of justice” 


(cf. 2 Peter 2, 5). 


The Single Beacon of Light in Human Degradation 


Noe then was the single beacon of light in the midst of hu- 
man degradation and corruption; and as the text quoted 
above from Ecclesiasticus indicates, Noe by his justice and per- 
fection saved the human race from complete extinction. God’s 
determination to destroy the human race was due to the cor- 
ruption of all flesh (that is, all men); His will to save Noe and 
through him the future generations of men was due to the jus- 
tice of Noe. God’s own words are found in Genesis (6, 13, 14): 
“‘He said to Noe: The end of all flesh is come before me; the 
earth is filled with iniquity through them; and I will destroy 
them with the earth. Make thee an ark of timber planks... .” 
A few verses later God reveals to Noe how He intends to de- 
stroy mankind (6, 17): “Behold I will bring the waters of a 
great flood upon the earth, to destroy all flesh, wherein is the 
breath of life, under heaven. All things that are in the earth 
shall be consumed.” 

The means of wiping out corrupt man is water; and it is also 
noteworthy that not only will man suffer because of his sins, 
but all living things will also suffer because of the sins of man. 
Noe, however, was to be preserved; not only would God save 
him from the general destruction, but He would also save his 
family as well as enough animals to begin life over again. This 
is pointed out in Genesis (6, 18-20): “And I will establish my 
covenant with thee, and thou shalt enter into the ark, thou 
and thy sons, and thy wife, and the wives of thy sons with 
thee. And of every living creature of all flesh, thou shalt bring 
two of a sort into the ark, that they may live with thee: of the 
male sex, and the female.’’ Noe’s justice is immediately mani- 
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fest; there was no discussion with God: ‘‘And Noe did all 
things which God commanded him.” 

It is not to our purpose to discuss the flood except in its re- 
lation to Noe, for we are writing about Noe, and not about the 
flood. Suffice it to say that the flood was sufficiently great to 
destroy all living things, human and animal; that in all prob- 
ability it was limited in extent; that no traces of the flood have 
ever been discovered; and that we are in the dark with regard 
to its time. One more remark is in order: The account of the 
flood in chapters seven and eight is not easy to follow, for it 
seems that many details are mentioned several times; but if 
the reader watches very carefully he or she will perceive the 
gradual development of the story. 


Noe Obeyed God’s Command 

Now back to Noe: He did as God commanded! ‘That is, he 
built the ark; then at the appointed time he gathered his 
family, eight persons including himself, the animals, and food 
sufficient for all into the ark. In his six hundredth year the 
flood came; rain fell for forty days and forty nights, but the 
ark rode the crest of the waves. God was not unmindful of 
Noe in the ark; after the waters had covered the highest 
mountains and after all living things had been destroyed, He 
caused a wind to blow upon the waters. Finally “the ark 
rested ... upon the mountains of Armenia.” 

Noe could not tell whether the waters were abated or not; 
hence he sent forth a raven, a bad choice, as he soon discov- 
ered. For the raven did not return; it probably found food 
to its liking. Noe then sent out a dove, which soon returned 
because it could not find a place to rest. This was sufficient 
indication to Noe that the waters still were upon the earth. 
After another wait of seven days he once more sent out the 
dove, which returned with a bough of an olive tree. Finally 
God told Noe to leave the ark (Gen. 8, 16, 17): ‘Go out of the 
ark, thou and thy wife, thy sons, and the wives of thy sons 
with thee. All living things that are with thee of all flesh, as 
well in fowls as in beasts, and all creeping things that creep 
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upon the earth bring out with thee, and go ye upon the earth: 
increase and multiply upon it.” The obedient Noe did as he 
was told; not only that, as soon as he had come out of the ark 
(Gen. 8, 20): “‘And Noe built an altar unto the Lord: and 
taking of all cattle and fowls . . . offered holocausts upon the 
altar.” So pleased was God that He said: “I will no more 
curse the earth for the sake of man... .” 


God Establishes a Covenant with Noe 


In the beginning of this article we remarked that Noe is our 
second father; this is verified by the-words of God to Noe, 
words that are the same as those addressed to Adam (Gen. 9, 
1-3; cf. Gen. 1, 28-30): “Increase and multiply, and fill the 
earth. And let the fear and dread of you be upon all the beasts 
of the earth, and upon all the fowls of the air, and all that move 
upon the earth; all the fishes of the sea are delivered into your 
hand. And every thing that moveth and liveth shall be meat 
for you: even as the green herbs have I delivered them all to 
you.” Once more God spoke to Noe, and this time He mani- 
fested His understanding of the human heart. God knew that 
the flood would be a fearful memory for His creatures; hence 
He told Noe that He would give a sign to all men, which would 
be proof of His intention never again to destroy the world by 
water (Gen. 9, 11-15): “I will establish my covenant with you, 
and all flesh shall be no more destroyed with the waters of a 
flood, neither shall there be from henceforth a flood to waste 
the earth... This is the sign of the covenant which I give be- 
tween me and you, and to every living soul that is with you, 
for perpetual generations. I will set my bow in the clouds. .. 
And when I shall cover the sky with clouds, my bow shall ap- 
pear in the clouds: And I will remember my covenant with 
you...” This bow is something with which all of us are famil- 
iar: the rainbow. The next time we see it we might recall to 
mind God’s promise to Noe and through him to all of us. 

After the flood Noe became a husbandman, that is, he began 
to till the soil, and to raise a vineyard. After the grapes had 
ripened, Noe pressed out the juice and drank of it; as a conse-

quence he became drunk. We might be surprised in view of our 
conception of the sanctity of Noe; the Fathers of the Church, 
were too impressed with the justice of Noe to think that this 
drunkenness was willful, hence they excuse Noe from sin by 
saying that he did not know the strength of the wine. 


Cham is Cursed, Sem and Japheth Blessed 


Noe was in his tent at the time; he lay there exposed, as 
Scripture delicately says. One of his sons saw him and 
laughed, namely, Cham; then he told his two brothers. We 
note three faults: first, Cham looked upon his father, an act 
which was regarded with horror by the Orientals; secondly, 
he laughed at his father; thirdly, he told his brothers. These 
facts are sufficient to indicate the character of this son. The 
two others were of a different sort: they did not laugh, neither 
did they look upon their father in his nakedness. Instead 
they covered their father. 

Noe soon found out what had happened; and in typical Old 
Testament style he cursed Cham (Gen. 9, 25): ‘“‘Cursed be 
Chanaan; a servant of servants shall he be unto his brethren.”’ 
Chanaan was the son of Cham; but why should he be cursed 
in place of his father? We might answer that Cham was cursed 
in the curse of his son; the Jews in their writings give another 
answer, that Chanaan saw his grandfather and told his father 
Cham about it. For the other two sons Noe had words of 
praise (Gen. 9, 26, 27): “‘Blessed be the Lord God of Sem; be 
Chanaan his servant. May God enlarge Japheth, and may he 
dwell in the tents of Sem; and Chanaan be his servant.” 

These words are prophetical; Chanaan was definitely the 
servant of Sem; that is, when the descendants of Sem, the Is- 
raelites came to Canaan, the promised land, the Canaanites 
became the slaves of the chosen people. As for Sem we note a 
special connection between the Lord God and Sem: ‘“‘Blessed 
be the Lord God of Sem’’; Sem is one of the ancestors of our 
Lord, and is the direct ancestor of Abraham and of the chosen 
people. As for Japheth Noe implies that he will participate in 
the blessings of Sem, for to dwell in someone’s tents is to par- 
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take of his hospitality; Japheth is the ancestor of the Gentile 
races, from whom we descend. The thought of Noe then seems 
to be: Japheth and his descendants will participate in the 
blessings of Sem; that is, the Gentile races will partake of the 
divine blessings given to the descendants of Sem, namely, the 
Israelites; the greatest of these blessings is that of our Lord, 
who came as a descendant of Sem and whose blessings have 
come to all of us, the descendants of Japheth. 


Noe Was a Great Man 


Noe lived three hundred and fifty years after the flood; when 
he had reached the age of nine hundred and fifty he died. 
Thus ends the Scriptural account of this great man; for great 
he was because of his justice, as well as his place in the history 
of mankind, particularly in the history of the Messianic prep- 
aration. The Fathers of the Church have not failed to note 
how symbolic his life was of that of Our Blessed Lord. For 
example, they remark that as Our Lord preached salvation to 
all men, so Noe preached to the men of his age; let it be re- 
called that St. Peter called him “the preacher of justice.” 
Also as Our Lord built a Church, so Noe built the ark; as only 
those are saved who enter the Church, so only those who en- 
tered the ark were saved. Some of the Fathers also see in Noe 
a symbol of Jesus Christ as Mediator; they base their remarks 
upon the quotation of Ecclesiasticus (44, 17): ‘““Noe was found 
perfect, just, and in the time of wrath he was made a recon- 
ciliation...”’ We might formulate the idea of the Fathers in 
this way: As Jesus Christ is our reconciliation, our Mediator, 
that is, as through Him we were saved; so through Noe the 
human race was saved from complete destruction. Noe then 
was the man of the hour at the time of the flood; he is still one 
of the more remarkable saints of the Old Testament and one of 
the most interesting figures in the history of the world. 








A LENTEN BANK 
A Class Project for Upper Grades

No time is so conducive to the practice of genuine virtue as 
that of Lent. It is true that the season of Advent, when we 
follow St. John’s (1, 23) exhortation to “Make straight the 
way...’ incites us to prepare our hearts for the coming of the 
Christ Child; but the predominant spiritual joy of anticipa- 
tion lessens the feeling of restraint. During Lent, however, 
when in the liturgy of the Church the Passion of our dear 
Lord is once more, as it were, reénacted before our eyes, the 
urge to do for Him impels one to more self-sacrificing acts of 
real virtue. 

Some time ago we heard much of the valiant men and wo- 
men who generously offered their “‘bit” to the Red Cross blood 
bank for our service men. Catching the note of pride in the 
voices of the pupils who eagerly imparted the news, ““My daddy 
(uncle, sister) was a donor,” a thought came to utilize this 
idea in a spiritual way. 

Starting from “the known” we talked about the value of a 
blood bank and how it was operated. The sacrifice of time and 
strength, the willingness to undergo discomfort, and lastly, 
the unselfishness of the donors was admired. They were in- 
tent upon helping, not kith and kin, but unknown persons; 
nor did they inquire the status of the beneficiary, whether he 
was rich or poor, worthy or unworthy. They displayed im- 
plicit trust in the society to distribute it where it would ac- 
complish the greatest good. 


Spiritual Love Bank Formed 


The point was now brought out that all these sacrifices were 
to promote the health of the body. Since, however, the soul is 
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immortal, how much nobler it would be to help save that part 
of man which would never die! How could this be done? 
First, we needed courageous volunteers like daddy, uncle, 
sister—boys and girls who, like them, were not afraid to make 
sacrifices, and who were as intent upon saving the sou/s of 
others as the donors were to save bodily life. 

Youth is idealistic; it responded generously to the appeal. 
So our spiritual love bank came into existence. 

On a panel of the board a sketch represented the bank. Its 
name was significant of its purpose. “Bank”’ is a safe place 
for valuables. “Spiritual” affirmed that the deposits were not 
material articles, but for the soul; whereas “love” of God and 
neighbor gave the motive for the deeds. Within the bank six 
“vaults” were drawn to provide for the various “types” of 
assistance: Holy Masses—Christ’s Sacrifice of infinite merit; 
Holy Communions—our intimate moments with God Himself; 
visits to the Blessed Sacrament; ejaculations; sacrifices—giving 
up things; and good deeds—thoughtfulness of others. 

Each pupil kept a “private account”’ of his offerings in a 
notebook. The total numbers for the week were written on 
“deposit slips” every Friday and passed to the appointed 
“assistant cashier” in each row. The total of each row was 
given to the “‘cashier’”’ who, in turn, deposited the grand total 
in the proper safety vaults, adding the latest amounts to the 
previous numbers recorded. 


Illustrating the Source of the Graces 


To show that these graces came through our Lord’s Re- 
demption and His presence in the Eucharist, a colored picture 
of Salvator Mundi was mounted in the center of the bank. 
Below it a picture of Our Lady of Grace was placed. All our 
treasures were deposited in her hands for dispensation. While 
the needs of the universal Church and various classes of souls 
were printed on the outer margin of the panel for general 
intentions, such as the Holy Father and the Church, the sick 
and the dying, the poor souls, our parents and relatives, the 
conversions of sinners, and priests and religious, it was agreed 
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that Our Blessed Mother knows far better than we do which 
soul was in greatest need—whether an unbaptized Negro in 
Africa—a missionary in China—or a dying sinner in our own 
community. A little angel on either side of the bank faith- 
fully guarded the treasures, while two colored magazine pic- 
tures portraying kind deeds reminded all not to grow indiffer- 
ent. 

As Lent progressed, the Hero of all heroes was called to 
mind—Christ Himself, who gave not only a small portion, but 
whose every drop of precious blood was willingly offered to 
save us. Other thoughts, too, were developed, such as “‘the 
brotherhood of humanity through Christ,” “the unselfish fol- 
lowing of Christ,” “the universality of the Church,” and “the 
communion of saints.” These aided and encouraged the 
pupils to carry on the project over the six-week period.

Book Reviews 


I Teach Catechism. By Rt. Rev. 
Monsignor M. A. Schumacher, 
M.A. (Benziger Brothers, Inc., 
New York, 1946; three volumes: 
Vol. I, pages xxxi, 276; Vol. II, 
pages xxxvill, 459; Vol. III, pages 
xlix,622; each with Bibliography, 
Bible History Index, Index of 
Questions and Answers, and Gen- 
eral Index). 


Monsignor Schumacher’s three 
volumes liberally and _ brilliantly 
enhance the scope of catechetical 
endeavors in our times. It will 
stimulate the efforts of priests and 
religious teachers towards the 
achievement of a sound and practi- 
cal appreciation of the wealth that is 
the catechism. These three volumes 
are offered by the distinguished 
author as instruction manuals of 
teachers of religion in the elemen- 
tary grades of Catholic parish and 
private schools. It has been the 
constant directive of the Church 
that sound and scientific manuals 
be employed in the all-important 
work of catechism teaching. One 
need not look further for a text that 
is both sound and serviceable. 
Teacher activity and pupil activity, 
necessary requisites for the ideal re- 
ligion class, will easily derive benefit 
from attention to these volumes. 

The body of these volumes con- 
stitutes a complete explanation of 
the revised Baltimore Catechism 
Nos. 1 and 2, as well as of the “First 
Communion Catechism” based on 
those texts. The work in the books 
is organized by grades and suited to 
the intellectual standards of the pu- 
pils in each grade. It is the idea of 
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the author that his volumes are not 
to be considered merely texts of ref- 
erence for the community library. 
Rather, the teacher should utilize 
the individual volume she is using 
as a daily classbook with the cate- 
chism used by the students. Re- 
gardless of the local catechetical 
customs these volumes can be eas- 
ily adapted to accommodate any 
syllabus or other prescribed course 
of instructions. 


The units that make up the work 
of each grade are singularly direct 
and concise; the stories and anec- 
dotes inserted by the author are ex- 
cellent ‘‘attention getters” which 
the wise teacher will use to advan- 
tage. The author places rightful em- 
phasis on these catechism examples 
and illustrations that are “‘learn- 
able.” In these days when our chil- 
dren are movie and radio minded, a 
concrete illustration will work won- 
ders in conveying the abstract 
statements of the catechism or of the 
teacher. 


Teachers of religion will greatly 
profit from a careful reading of the 
introductory sections of each vol- 
ume. There, in the author’s Pref- 
ace, some vitally pertinent advice 
on the teaching of religion is noted. 
He explains briefly how the aims of 
religion teaching are to be realized 
by the method he sets forth in these 
three volumes. The teachable ma- 
terial for each of the eight grades is 
prefaced with the author’s instruc- 
tions and valued guides for the 
teacher.

The Systematic Teaching of Religion, 
a Textbook for the Training of 
Teachers of Religion in the Ele- 
mentary Schools and for Catechet- 
ical Courses in Seminaries; Vol- 
ume II, “Method and Matter in 
Religion Teaching,” by Rev. A.

The teacher of religion in the par- 
ish school and in confraternity 
classes will be particularly delighted 
to have at hand this fine manual on 
teaching religion to the young. This 
volume is a sequel to Doctor Fuerst’s 
volume of the same name, published 
in 1939, in which he gave a history 
of catechesis and a treatise on the 
spiritual care of the preschool child 
and the school child. The present 
volume outlines the subject matter 
of instruction, the course of study, 
the qualities of the catechist, and 
the general and special methods 
that will best serve the purpose of 
imparting religious instruction to 
the young. 
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The busy teacher of catechism, 
in parish schools or in confraternity 
classes, may feel that he has but a 
very imperfect knowledge of the 
writings of the master catechists of 
history. He may know nothing of 
the works of St. Cyril of Jerusalem, 
St. Gregory of Nyssa, and the great 
St. Augustine. It is the first merit 
of Doctor Fuerst that he has given 
us in a few hundred pages the dis- 
tilled wisdom of these gifted teach- 
ers of antiquity. He quotes fre- 
quently also from the writings of 
saints and holy men who found their 
chief delight in leading plastic 
youth to spiritual perfection. It is 
stimulating to hear the holy theo- 
logian Gerson say that he took more 
delight in catechizing young chil- 
dren than in any other activity that 
was assigned to him. The teacher 
of primary religion who feels that 
he achieves but little will gain a

new concept of the dignity of his 
task when he hears Beda Weber 
(1798-1858) speak of his First Holy 
Communion: ‘When I examine the 
content of my faith in regard to the 
truths pertaining to the Flesh and 
Blood of Our Lord, I find that sub- 
sequent studies, the wisdom of theo- 
logians, and the insight of gifted 
professors and of tried ascetics 
added nothing new to the simple 
faith that I possessed that day at the 
age of ten.... The philosophy of 
religion I received at Innsbruck, ... 
the theological studies both at 
Brixen and at Trent contributed 
little or nothing to (this fortress of 
faith).” His testimony is a beautiful 
tribute to the work of the primary 
teacher of religion.

ligion faces in our country and in our 
day. He does not despise the con- 
tribution which secular educators 
have made to the improvement of 
methods in teaching, and he has ap- 
plied these findings to the field of 
catechesis. No flight of modern 
educational theory must be al- 
lowed to detract one iota from the 
teacher’s esteem of the catechism. 
He supplements it with Bible His- 
tory, Church History, the Liturgy, 
Hymns and Sacred Poetry, but the 
catechism, the official manual of 
Christian Doctrine, “takes prece- 
dence over all other catechetical 
materials because of its authority.” 

The author studies the contribu- 
tion of the progressive school to 
educational practice, and declares: 
“The progressive school has given 
an added impetus and a more 
sharply defined goal to the science 
and the art of catechising. Instead 
of emphasizing mere oral instruction 
and of being contented with the 
mere appeal to the will, it has given 
a permanent turn to instruction and 
has suggested various methods of 
influencing the will by demanding 
self-activity at all stages of the 
learning process” (p. 468). He 
warns against the too frequent em- 
ployment of those forms of activity 
in which the’ children busy them- 
selves only outwardly (p. 574). 
His “Do’s and Don’t’s of Activi- 
ties” (pp. 574-580) offers excellent 
guidance to the teacher. He does 
not neglect to approve of homework 
as an activity of great value, and he 
gently insists that repetition is still 
the mater studiorum. “Repetition 
worthy of the name does more than 
merely repeat.... It serves an- 
other purpose, namely, it activates 
the faculties of the children in order 
to bring them to assimilate other 
truths of which they are still igno- 
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rant” (pp. 152-153). 
must not hesitate to drill for mas- 
tery, especially in the field of relig- 
ious truth where the body of our 
knowledge calls for definite formula- 
tions. 

The Systematic Teaching of Relig- 
ion carries study helps after each 
chapter for the use of the student 
who desires to master the work. 
The busy teacher of religion will 
find that even an attentive reading 
of the text is of great value. The 
rich bibliography will inspire him to 
read further.

The House of God. By Desider Hol- 
isher, with over 300 photographs 
by the author and others (Crown 
Publishers, New York, 1946;

grimage in photographs” to the 
cathedrals, churches, temples and 
synagogues of the various faiths of 
our country. There are 224 pages 
devoted to photographs of these 
buildings from New England, New 
York, the Central Atlantic Seaboard, 
the Southeast, the Midwest, the 
Southwest, the West and the North- 
west. There are also many pho- 
tographs showing the interiors of the 
buildings, some of these taken dur- 
ing the progress of the religious 
services, so that one can get a peep- 
in at the Catholic, Jewish, and 
Protestant services. 

A brief description is given with 
each picture either telling of some 
historic fact of the church or point- 
ing out the meaning of the particu- 
lar service; as for example on page 
82, where a Lutheran minister is 
shown reading at a lectern, it states 
that “The practice of the reading 
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of the Scripture in the language of 
the people has been, from its foun- 
dation, a basic tenet of the Lutheran 
faith.” ‘This appears to imply that 
in some other faith the Scriptures 
are read in a language alien to the 
people. One wonders, if that were 
so, of what use it would be to read 
the Scriptures to the people. 

Nothing is contained in the book 
to evaluate the dogmatic distinc- 
tions of the several beliefs. Nor is 
any attempt made to discuss the 
architectural differences of the many 
churches. The gamut runs all the 
way from the magnificent St. Pat- 
rick’s and St. John the Divine cathe- 
drals in New York to the modest 
little “‘weather-beaten Negro church 
set in the midst of a cornfield in 
Manning, South Carolina.” 

The book has no particular value 
beyond being a pictorial panorama 
of representative churches and the 
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kind of religion that is practised 
within them. Some of the scenes 
suggest the Catholic liturgy to a 
considerable degree, although they 
take place in non-Catholic edifices.
